MINING NOTES.

The Sierra Nevada mine yielded .TOO 
tons ore last week, assaying ¿>100 per ton. 
The Banner mine in Butte county ha3 
been assessed 25 cents per shart, delin­ 
quent March 21st. 
The Deadwood-Terra M ining Company 
of Dakota paid its third dividend of 25 
cents per share, or §50,000, in N ew York 
Monday. 
The Chaparral mine is being developed 
by a company of Sonora people. 
They are 
running their low-level tuunel 600 feet 
from the surface. 
In the Omega mine, Placer county, the 
soil has deecendcd in avalanches, blocking 
up the canyon and causing a cessation of 
washing until cleared out. 
Southern Oregon miners are busy. 
The 
accumulated tailings of years have been 
swept from the dumps by high water, which 
hs9 been a benefit to the miners, who have 
often been discommoded by them. 
The mines around Sonora have revived 
conspicuously, owing to the late find of a 
rich pocket by Captain Colby, a most de­ 
serving and hard-working man. 
Rumor 
gives the tind all the way from $20,000 to 
$ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Two minera have stumbled across a rich 
pocket near the river, above the forks of 
the Co8umnes. 
It is reported that they 
have already taken out §20,000, and are 
still swelling the pile at the rate of §300 to 
§400 per day. 
Arrangements have been perfected by 
which work in the loDg Kearearge tunnel. 
Independence, Inyo county, is to be re­ 
sumed immediately, and continued w ith­ 
out interruption until a distance of 200 
feet further is reached. 
Several good prospects have been dis­ 
covered near Bellevue, Idaho, since snow 
fall. 
One claim is being opened and shows 
a ledge of galena and carbonates about 
four feet wide, much of which will assay 
from §300 to -?S00 to the ton. 
There is only 450 feet between the drift 
in the Yellow Jacket mine and the header 
in the south lateral tunnel of the Sutro 
Tunnel Company. 
Upon resumption of 
work in this tunnel last week, 
it was 
found that the end had bulged in four feet.

WINTER RECEPTIONS—WOMEN AS

Political I n c id e n ts —G am betta’s 
Speech— 
A Conversion—A dulteration 
Escape of a Nun. 


P aris, January 31, 1S81. 
W inter here has been playing «8 such 
pranks that he has well nigh exhausted our 
patience. 
First it freezes, and we fall 
down, to sometimes break our limbs ; it 
snows ; immediately after it melts, and we 
wade through seas of m ud; it freezes 
again, the snow falls, and so on, a contin­ 
ual repetition of the same programme, that 
Paris—the beautiful, clean and coquettish 
(’aris—h a s not had a chance in weeks to 
even clean her sidewalks or brighten up her 
cobblestones. 
Then this tight with old 
winter has proved a costly war, for a whole 
army of recruits has been added to the 
regular regiments of street soldiers armed 
with spades and brooms. 
The sweeping 
away of the snow and mud since the 6th 
of January has occupied, on an average, 
12.000 men each day. 
These 12,000 work­ 
men- m army—on an average, throw into 
the Seine 11,000 cubic meters of snow, 
they push 2,600 into the sewers, ami trans­ 
port 7,500 to the provisionary depots. Since 
tw enty days the snow has already cost 
2.500.000 irancs, and still it comes. Surely, 
under such circumstances, at Paris the 
“ beautiful snow ” is little appreciated, 
and may he considered a very unwelcome 
visitor.

• lustice and Mme. Jules Cazot will receive 
the 1st of February, at the Minister de la 
Justice, Place Vendóme. 
The sudden aud 
constant changes of temperature make re­ 
ceptions, parties and halls a trying ordeal 
lor ladies of delicate health ; for as Mrs. 
General Noyes, our Minister’s wife, ex­ 
plained to me the other day, at least low 
square necks are la rijuer it one (ioes not 
wear an entirely low neck dress, and if 
sleeves are not short, thin muslin or lace 
ones only can be w orn; then thin satin 
slippers are required to complete th toi­ 
lette with silk stockings, and as one is 
obliged to staud sometimes in halls on 
leaving the carritge, where the cold draft 
is generally to be found, and must walk up 
cold stone steps, it is a great miracle it 
one does not catch a severe cold. 
It may 
he asked if a lady who has been chilled be­ 
fore she enters the ball-room will possess 
sufficient love of admiration and apprecia­ 
tion of her surroundings to keep her warm 
and prevent her from experiencing any ill 
health later. 
It certainly requires a strong 
constitution to withstand so much exposure 
and risks, and it is safe to wager that few 
men could endure it, although considered 
so much stronger physically, and it does 
seem too bad that the weaker sex should 
•be alone 
obliged 
to enact 
the orna­ 
mental part in life at the expense of health 
aud consequently happiness, besides com­ 
promise the vigor of the eomii g genera­ 
tion. 
In no instance doiS woman so much 
deserve the title weak as when she so will­ 
ingly submits to the tyranny of society, 
without evtu a struggle towards her inde­ 
pendence. 
It would be no more tbau just 
if for a time she might change roles with 
man—as :o lashiou ; hut what earth-born 
man would consent to having his ucok and 
arms entirely har d, his waist squeezed in, 
stilts placed under his feet, a long train 
skirt attached to his belt, and a pound of 
hair-pins interlaced through his hair? 
It 
is not surprising that women are found to 
possess much tortitu.de under trying cir­ 
cumstances in life, for they are

a t an early age by relentless fashion, and 
through suffering have grown strong. 
It 
ay be, as has often been intimated, that 
roman is born to be adorned, to be beau- 
ul and to he admired, and if she accom- 
;shes her destiny’ even with much incon- 
- nieuce to herself, I am certainly not one 
to complain. 
This last week has been 
Idled with important and striking political 
incidents, which, apart from their direct 
i, duence, are suggestive of greater future 
nportance. 
Indeed, it may be said that 
' ambetta’s star, which so long ago has 
risen with unusual brightness, has this last 
week shoue with remarkable brilliancy. 
All the incidents which have occurred 
have pronounced themselves in his favor, 
and he has wonderfully gained in popular­ 
ity. 
First, his speech at the Chamber of 
Deputies ia undoubtidly the best he has 
. ver delivered, for it bore the evidences of 
careful preparation and an unusual atten­ 
tion to form, for Gambetta’s speeches, 
w hen listened to, produce a marvelous ef­ 
fect, whereas wheu read by the fireside, 
far from his great maguetic influence, they 
present nothing remarkable aud appear 
diffused ; yet such cannot be said of his 
last discourse, which is a chef-d’<euvre of 
.dearness and style. 
In this speech there 
were two remarks which gave, one un­ 
bounded satisfaction to all France, the 
other appeasement to all liberal 
Re­ 
publicans, 
and 
proved a t 
the 
same 
time a clever disarmament of his most bit­ 
ter enemies of the extreme Left. 
It may 
he remembered that Gainbetta in his speech 
at Cherbourg, this last 
summer, pro­ 
nounced certain words which were sugges­ 
tive of warlike propensities on his side, 
aud proved alarming to the nation. 
For 
months the journals did not cea9e to refer 
to the parole* belliquenses of the President 
of the Chamber ot Deputies, and it is said, 
with much apparent justice, that Gam- 
betta sacrificed his good friend Fr»ycinet 
and forced him to resign his position i u the 
Government on account of his indirect 
censure of the Cuerbourg speech, which 
the Premier felt compelled to do owing to 
the agitated state of the public m ini. 
Traces of this irritation still existed when 
the other day Gambetta made his opening 
speech before the Chamber, in which he 
assured his hearers of the firm determina­ 
tion of the Government to maintain peace­ 
ful relations with all foreign powers, and 
of their strict adherence to the Constitu­ 
tion of the Republic, which provided for 
war only after the country had been con­ 
sulted, and had consented to it. 
As all 
fears ever entertained of war since the ex­ 
istence of the 11 public have emanated from 
G ambetta, these words were received with 
universal satisfaction and loud applause. 


T H E OTHER IN CIDENT 
In his speech particularly remarked was 
his reference to the dissensions existing in 
the Republican party, of the wide diverg- 
ance of opinions between the Union Re­ 
publicans and the members of the Extreme 
Left, and he urged his hearers to hasten 
to make rapid strides on the road of 
liberty, that entire France might be more 
closely united, to promptly vote those re­ 
forms so urgently 
demanded 
by the 
country, and thus banish the cause of dis­ 
content of a vast number of Republicans. 
The Extreme Left have more than once 
accused Gambetta of retarding reforms, of 
entertaining principles as conservative and 
non-progressive as the most rabid anti- 
Repubiican; that in thus expressing himself 
he gave no offense to his own party, and 
disarmed his most bi t er opponents. 
Recently the marehande de rin, who cor­ 
respond to w hat we designate as saloon­ 
keepers, gave a dinner at which Gambetta 
presided, and where he made a loDg speech 
with very little political coloring. 
His 
flattering compliments to this class of 
people which we are uraccastomed to 
extolling ourselves, and his condescension, 


savor so much of the ordinary politician íh 
search of popularity th at it can scarcely 
be considered laudable. 
Tbe last muni­ 
cipal elections resulted also in the favor ot 
the eminent orator, for he was supposed to 
have become unpopular with the people 
who would hasten to vote for the amnestied 
members of the Extreme Left, his avowed 
enemies, but as Republicans sufficiently 
conservative only were elected, the result 
may’ be considered another trium ph tor 
Gambetta. 
. 
One of the most im portant events of the 
past week has been the announcement ut 
Mr. Dugues de la 
Fauconuene at the 
Ohamb-r of 
Deputies of his intention 
of 
resigning 
his 
position 
as 
Bona- 
partist Deputy, and of presenting him­ 
self 
at 
the next 
elections 
of 
the 
20th of February as a Republican ami 
Gambefctist candidate. 
A great number of 
Bompartists have lately come over to the 
Republic, and in a public maDncr liase an­ 
nounced their change of political creed, 
but uone quite so prominent as Mr. Dugues 
de la Faucouuerie, nor have any denounced 
their past faith with the some eclat and 
publicity, 
Mr. Dugues de la Fauconnerie 
is chief director of the journal t Ordre, 
the most Bonapartist of all the Bonaparlis’ 
papers, as the gentleman himself accepted 
it from the hauds of the Empress Eugehie. 
Four or five years ago he made a l>et of 
25,000 francs against 25,000 sous th at the 
Republic would not last two years. 
No 
one for some time paid auy attention to it, 
but at last one man took it up. 
1 he cir­ 
cumstance is now remembered aud ren­ 
ders Mr. Dugues de la Fauconuerie s con­ 
version so much more extraordinary. 


ANOTHER REM ARKABLE CONVERSION 
Has takeu place, not, perhaps, so surpris­ 
ing a3 the previous one, hut possessed of 
not less importance. 
J. J. M eizs is the 
most eminent journalist of France. 
He is 
a former scholar of the Normal School, and 
from the time he entered school has always 
carried olf the first prizes. 
When very 
young he became Professor oí i acuito at 
Montpelier, and Conseil d’Ktat, nominated 
by scrutin d' arromlissement. 
lie was Con- 
seil d’E tat when the republic dismissed 
him for his anti republican ideas. 
He was 
sous secretaire d'etat aux Beaux Arts during 
the liberal 'empire Oj 1S69 70. 
lie has 
very recently made a declaration of the 
change in his opinions and his conversion 
to Gamhetta’s pol tic3 iu the Rerue Roll 
tii/ue, which has created great sensation. 
He is soon to undertake the direction of 
the journal I'Ordre, and render it a thor­ 
ough Republican paper. 
There will be opened on the 1st of Feb­ 
ruary at the Prefecture de Police a chem­

The 
The chief of the laboratory will indicate 
the result by the words good, had or adul­ 
terated, and the administration will hriug 
suit in the name of the office agaiust the 
dealer who has sold adulterated or harmful 
products. 
To this effect thirty-tw o inspec­ 
tors are to he attached to the service of the 
laboratory, and as soon as the analysis 
shall have discovered dangerous products, 
two inspectors will repair to the house of 
the guilty dealers and seize upon other 
samples. 
After renewed experiences these 
merchants w’ill he pointed out to the police. 
No one who is acquainted with the amount 
of adulteration effected in the most simple 
articles of consumption cannot but rejoice 
at this innovation, although in France, 
least of all other countries, is this effort to 
deceive the public carried to a great extent. 
In America, where few laws exist for the 
protection against imposition on the public 
credulity, to believe different scientists,

C h o c o l a t e . — A c u p of coffee will give 
warmth for a certain period, a cup of tea 
will inspirit to renewed effort, and a cup of 
cocoa give sufficient nourishment for sev­ 
eral hours. 
Cocoa, or rather the cacao 
bean, is a very valuable food, and will, as 
time progresses, 
become more general, 
among the larger classes ; its composition 
contains the nourishing elements of gluten, 
the heating properties of fat, with the 
stimulating addition of salts and acids. 
Tile peculiar principle which characterizes 
this bean most is theobromine, which ha3 
au exhilarating tendency, and contains the 
four principal ingredients of all m atter : 
carbon, hydrogen, nitrogen and oxygen. 
The cacao bean is the kernel of a tropical 
fruit, and when extracted from the pulp, 
dried and crushed uuder pressure, makes 
up a powder that forms the basis of choco­ 
late. 
There are many different modes of 
preparation, and the one we wish to bring 
before our readers to-aay is novel iu its 
composition. 
Chocolate has mostly been 
sold iu solid tablets, either sweetened or 
unsweeteued. 
These tablets had to be 
dissolved with boiling w aterorm ilk, accord­ 
ing to taste. A newiilea has beencarried out 
by an American gentleman, and its pro­ 
duct is called Slack s milk chocolate, a 
teaspoonful of which furnishes, with the 
addition of boiling water, a complete cup 
of chocolate. 
Several forms ot chocolate 
do uot contain all the fat that is iu the 
bean, and reduce its ingredients to a cer­ 
tain condition, 
while tlfe above-named 
chocolate keeps the elements of the bean 
intact, and so manipulates its fatty portions 
that it can he easily amalgamated with 
milk and sugar, he flavored wilh vanilla, 
and by being mixed with a little boiling 
water, forma a very delicious beverage. 
The chocolate is made of the finest South 
American cocoa aud pure Orange county 
milk, sweetened with sugar entirely una­ 
dulterated. 
It appears to us that the way 
ot combining the fatty substance of the 
bean and the milk is the artistic test of this 
manufacture, aud that its nourishing prop­ 
erties must he enhanced by this. 
Its rich 
volume can, therefore, also make the sub­ 
stance more economic, because a teaspoon­ 
ful of the mixture w’ill make a cup of 
chocolate, and costs two or two aud a half 
cents. 
This price brings the article to the 
door of large classes, and we should he 
glad to know that we have introduced a 
comforting beverage to those daily toilers 
who have often to go without warm food 
during the entire Jay. 


H ow- to C h o o se a H a m . — Many a good 
housewife has beeu often puzzled “ how to 
choose a ham.’1 
The following simple di­ 
rections may he of service to assist those 
in the dilemma : 1. Never buy a ham sim­ 
ply because it is offered at a low price. No 
really first-class ham is apt to he sold at a 
very low figure. 
2. Never select a hain 
w hich is too lean. 
Although the fat is 
considered by many to he so much wa3te, 
still “ a fat ham ” always furnishes tender, 
juicy and fine-flavored meat, while a lean 
ham is very often tougli and dry when 
cooked. 
The joint should be well rounded 
aud plump, rather than thin and fat. 
The 
skin should be thin aud pliable. 
3. Choose 
freshly-cured hams. 
\\ ines improve oy 
age ; hams do uot. 
The more recently 
tile joint 
lias come from 
the 
cur­ 
ing cask 
(other 
tilings being 
equal), 
the better it will please wheu cooked. 
Formerly the year a supply was packed iu 
the winter, aud after smoking, must needs 
be “ canvassed” or “ bagged” to preserve 
it agaiust the ravages of flies, ami iu this 
shape carried to meet the demand in the 
summer and fall. This necessarily resulted 
in a considerable loss of the juices of the 
me it by evaporation, while the surface of 
the flesh gradually became densely covered 
with mildew, which often gave a mouldy 
flavor to the entire ham. 
This has now 
been entirely obviated by such improve- 
m entsincuring by ice, thatham s of the very 
finest quality are prepared even in the hot­ 
test w eathtr, and no the market affords 
buyers new cured hams for every day in 
the year. 
4, As regards the size of a ham 
tuat should depend very much on what you 
wish to do with it. 
A whole ham always 
boils more satisfactorily than a piece. 
For 
broiling or frying a ham of not less than 12 
pounds should he selected. 
One from 14 
to 16 pounds is preferable. 


T id ie s . — The new chair tidies are tidies 
no longer, hut from their immense size, are 
known as chair-hacks. 
They are the shape 
and size of towels, and in some instances, 
are long enough to come well down on the 
chair seat. 
They are of all materials— 
crash, cloth sateen, plush and satin em­ 
broidered or haud-painted, with strips of 
antique guipure on each side of the satin 
center. A pretty chair-back may be made 
of olive green or garnet cloth, with strips 
of black velvet two inches wide set on 
vertical lines with a space between the 
width of the velvet ribbon. 
Point Russe 
stitches ornament the velvet stripes and 
tassel fringe in the color of the chair-back 
is set on the ends. 
Others have a single 
wide band of plush down the center or 
across one end, and a very effective chair- 
back is of olive-greenoloth, w ithartistic em­ 
broidery in silk of cranes and water-reeds. 
People who have a coat-of-arms, or even 
the shadow of a shade of a right to one, em­ 
broider it on such chair-backs, high up in 
the left-hand corner, where it will show 
over the shoulder of anyone sitting in the 
chair.

(half a cup) of oil, vinegar, pepper aud salt. 
Let them stand aud get cold a couple of 
hours, and this mixture (marmade) will be 
thoroughly absorbed.

to table the eiglad will probably need more 
oil and vinegar. 


R o ast G r o u se —T o roast grim e, clean 
them carefully, put a large piece of the 
best butter inside each bird and roast in 
the oven half au hour or more, hasting 
with butter. 


SOME SCIENTIFIC FOIES. 


The phenomenon of phosphorescent fresh 
meat has been observed iu France. 
Some 
cutlets of raw pork s',one so brightly in the 
dark that it was possible by the aid of the 
light thus furnished'to tell the time by the 
watch. 
The meat did not otherwise differ 
in appearance or odor from common meat. 
The phosphorescence disappeared on the 
sixth or seventh day. 
Entire freshness 
seemed to be a condition of the luminosity, 
so that whea the meat began to smell its 
brightness ceased. 
A mystcrióus star, called the Pilgrim, 
which was observed iu 045, 1264 and 1572, 
is expected by astronomers to appear be­ 
fore long. 
It was described iu 1572 as 
brighter than Jupiter, and “ such wa3 its 
brilliancy that persons were able to detect 
it at. noon in a clear sky, aud at night when 
the sky w’as so overcastas to hide all other 
stars.” 
It appears it will probably he 
visible for several weeks in the constella­ 
tion of Cassiopeia. 
One of the advantages pertaining to the 
new method of ?ugraving by electricity— 
an electric spark pen having been invented 
for tile purpose in Paris—is that the artist 
docs all parts of the work, and with no 
more trouble than if working with an ordi­ 
nary pencil, and can tven operate in a 
dark room, without auy other light than 
the glare from the iuduction spark. 
If a 
sheet of thin paper be attached to a plate 
of copper or zinc, it is said that an engrav­ 
ing may be made with extraordinary facil­ 
ity by this device. 
McNeal, a civil engineer of London, in 
his report, says he weighed the shoes of 
horses and the tires of wagons when new, 
and after they were worn out on the mac­ 
adam roads, and while the tires of wagons 
in traveling 6,048 m ilts lost 309 pounds, 
the shoes of the horses lost 360 pounds. 
The saving in the lives of horses in favor 
of wood he finds is five to two, and the 
saving in the w ear and setting of shoes is 
at least one-half ; or, iu other words, it 
costs twice as much to keep horses shod ou 
stone pavements as it does on wood. 
A weathercock, a storm -signal apparatus, 
an anemometer and a Fasoldt indicator, 
a gift from New Turk State Engineer Sey­ 
mour, has been placed in position on Gov­ 
ernor Seymour’s house at Deerfi-ld, near 
Utica. 
The anemometer makes 1,200 rev­ 
olutions to the mile, aud eacn revolution is 
recorded iu the house by tiie Fasoldt move­ 
ment the instant the twelve-hundredth 
revolution is made. 
These improvements, 
with the telephone, give the Governor con­ 
siderable additional comfort at his home, 
to which his ill-health confines him. 
The observatory in the neighborhood of 
Nice, which is being erected at the expense 
of M. Bischoffsheim, is rapidly approach­ 
ing completion. 
The great equatorial tele­ 
scope is to be one of the largest in the 
world—perhaps the largest—as it will have 
an object-glass three feet iu diameter and 
a focal length of upwards of titty feet. 
The construction of this monster telescope 
has been intrusted to MM. Raul and 1 ros- 
per Henry, of I'aris, and the total cost of 
the observatory will be more than §460,000 
iu American money. 
The process of dephosphorizing iron, known 
in England as the Gilchrist-1 liornas pro­ 
cess. seems to be meeting with favor both in 
th at country aud on the continent. 
In 
England eight firms are now using it. 
In 
Germany the process is said to be gaining 
ground rapidly, and several new works 
specially constructed for carrying it on are 
soon to be in operation. 
At three works in 
Austria the process is also carried on, aud 
in France'licenses have been taken out by 
five firms, besides that of M. Schneider, at 
Creusot, where the new process has been 
employed for some time with success. 
Bel­ 
gium has its proportion of converters at 
work on the process, and it will shortly he 
introduced into Russia. 
According to 
Jacob Reese, of Rittsburg, who claims 
priority of invention in all its essential ele­ 
ments, the dephosphorizing process is like­ 
ly to work a revolution iu the iron trade, 
and will ultimately enable the Uuited 
States to become the greatest exporter of 
iron aud steel in the world.

T h e 
B e s t R ic e P u d d i n g .—This rice 
pudding is beyond comparison the best 
ever made, in spite of the fact that it is the 


c h e a p e s t . 
The secret .of its perfection is 
the long cooking it gets. 
For a 0 o’clock 
dinner the rice and milk should he put on 
the stove early in the forenoon. 
The be9t 
thing to cook it in is a double kettle. Add 
to a quart of milk two heaping tablespoons 
of rice. 
Let it simmer on the back of the 
stove—it must never boil—until a couple 
of hours before dinner. 
It will then be a 
thick creamy substance. 
Then salt and 
sweeten it to taste, put it into a pudding 
dish, and bake in a moderate oven until 
it is of a jelly-like thickness and the top is 
slightly browned. 
It can he eaten either 
b t or cold. 
If the latter is preferred the 
pudding may be made the day before if 
that is most convenient. 
If desired, a 
flavoring may be added. 
This is emphati­ 
cally the perfect pudding of its kind. 


B r a i s e d 
B f. e f . —Take 
a weil-shaped 
piece of the round, lard it (with little strips 
of fat pork inserted in the meat with a 
larding needle), and put it into a stewpau 
which has a tight cover. 
P ut beneath the 
meat some bits of pork, some parsley, and 
carrots, onions, and celery cut in pieces. 
Sprinkle the meat with salt and fill the pan 
half-full with good meat stock. 
Cover 
tightly and let the whole simmer for nearly 
two hours, putting more hot stock in it if 
necessary. 
Drain it when done, put m 
the oven a m om ent; strain the stock, tak ­ 
ing off the fat, put in some tomato sauce, 
and let the whole boil a few minutes until 
thick enough. 
Serve the beef on a platter 
surrounded with beans, carrots and beets 
cat into nice bits and previously boiled. 
The beans to be used in winter are the 
French canned beans. 


C r o u t e s a u x P b c h e s. — Cut some round 
slices off some milk rolls, remove the 
crust, dip in a little milk and sugar, and 
fry them a pale yellow in fresh butter. 
Take a tin of preserved peaches, turn out 
the liquor into a saucepan, add a little 
sugar aud a glass of wbite w ine; boil it 
upt pnt in the peaches, simmer a few min­ 
utes, drain them, and place half a peach, 
concave side uppermost, on each piece of 
bread, put a piece of currant jelly in the 
cavity of each peach, pour the syrup round 
and serve.

arc enabled to get good prices from the 
Denver and other local m ark’ ts, and wc 
are evidently coming to a section where 
the many are at work aud general satis­ 
faction rules the hour. 
At 10 i\ m. we 
find our.eives at the 
W indsor 
Hotel, 
Denver — a 
five 
storv 
building 
of 
cut stone, with a substantial and attrac­ 
tive outside and inside of the Eastlake 
style, c sting some §300,000, and half as 
much more to furnish it, reminding oue oi 
the Hotel del Monte at Monterey in its 
inside amplitude and costly and tasteful 
accommodation’s. 
DENVER 
Is a city of some 36,0’ 0 or 40,000 inhabit­ 
ants, and with hotels and many first-class 
business houses and plenty of “ push. ” 
I t is surrounded on three sidos nearly with 
expensively-built and numerous first-class 
residences, 
and these give 
it 
an 
a t­ 
tractiveness to a visitor, and it at once 
ranks with 
you as a first-class W est­ 
ern town, a marvel for its locality. 
The Legislature is about closing its 
session, holding the same in a couple of 
pen-like rooms. 
Tne peuule are seem­ 
ingly bent on building up a State first, and 
a Capitol building when the State is well 
under way. 
In the fall of 18S2 the people 
by vote propose to permanently locate the 
State Capitol. 
Alter spending one day in 
looking around the city we bid Charles 
Gladding of Lincoln good-bye to go direct 
to Kansas City on business, and to notify 
us of the condition of the Kansas Pacific 
Road, we to take the Denver and Rio 
Grande Road to Colorado Springs and 
Pueblo, the latter some 
120 miles to 
the southwest, and from there to Leadville, 
some 160 miles farther from Pueblo, iu a 
northwest direction. 
Leaving at 7:30 A. 
M., one ha3 a delightful ride ' through 
southern Colorado, much of it but little 
differing from the road from Cheyenne. 
After leaving Pueblo one follows up the

California blood is entirely too 
thin for this 
locality, and an impor­

would soon have the greatest thing in the 
country.

How

B u l l e t s .— I 
have 
learned how to mold bullets, aud propose 
telling how anyone inty cheapen their am­ 
munition one-half. 
Shells, after tiring, 
should be soaked iu vinegar, or oxalic acid 
and water, after which operation set them 
in a stove over, until perfectly dry ; recap 
the shells, being sure that the primers are 
pressed well down below the base of the 
shell ; put in the proper amount of powder, 
tapping the sheil so th at the powder is 
well aud evenly settled, aud seat the hall, 
previously well-coated 
with tallow, to 
which a small amount of beeswax is added. 
It the ball fits too loosely iu the shell the 
shell requires reducing with a die manu­ 
factured (or tho purpose, which operation, 
of course, is done bcfoie priming and load­ 
ing the shells. 
The m nufacture of good 
halls 
require 
a 
mold 
w ith 
plenty 
of m tai to retain the proper amount of 
heat. 
To one pound of Rad add one-half 
ounce block tin ; put over a good, bright 
bed of coals, using an iron ladle, or almost 
anviron vessel, to melt it in. 
Remove 
any oil th at 
may 
be on 
the 
bullet 
mold, and lay the mold iu the coals until 
it is almost as hot as the melted lead ; dip 
the 
ends of 
the 
mold 
handles 
in 
water until they are cool enough to he 
held 
in 
the 
hand when 
protected 
with 
a 
leather 
glove, 
then 
dip 
out sufficient lead from the ladle to fill the 
mold, using a ciay tobacco pipe for a dip­ 
per ; pour in sufficient metal to till the 
mold and leave a small button standing 
on tiie top of the mold ; tap the mold 
two or three times on the floor, table or 
block on which you are molding ; allow a 
small interval of time for the lead to set, 
then cut off the surplus lead and turn out 
ol the mold. 
If the lead sets too rapidly 
in the mold, heat the mold ; it tbe lead 
set3 too slowly, let the mold cool. 
By 
the above process I have molded bullets 
that would not vary oi.e grain one from an­ 
other in a hundred bul.ets, and as good, 
practically, lor hunting purposes as swaged 
bullets, dense, smooth and uniform in size. 
There is nothing gained iu weight of ma­ 
terials carried on a trip, but there is the 
satisfaction of making your own cartridges, 
a saving of one-half the c.ist of same ; and 
last, but not least, the occupation furnished 
for an idle hour in camp wiien you do not 
know w hat eise to do with yourself, and 
old hnnters know there are many such 
times when occupation of some kind is a 
pleasure. — [Nauticus iu Forest and Stream. 


T i ie P is t o l T o u r n a m e n t .—As lar as 
can he ascertained, tne first pistol-3ilooting 
tournam ent for general competition was 
inaugurated by Jaines S. Conlin, January 
2, 1871, and was continued for thirty days.

erer, 245 inches ; L Livingston, 24| inches ; 
J. D. Gardner, 24^ inches. 
T. ese gentle­ 
men were ail crack shots, and at that time 
fairly represented the skill of New to rk 
City and vicinity. 
There were only three 
styles of shooting jirac’iced, viz., deliber­ 
ate aim, at 2^ iuch buil’s-etes or paper tar­ 
get : word-shooting, and shooting at pipes. 
J. T. B. Colins was then credited with the 
best score on record, 17 consecutive 2.1- 
inch bull’s-eyes, and at shooting at the 
word of command—1, 2 3 - and hitting 15 
bull’s-eves ÍD 20 shots ; 8 pipes in 12 shots, 
deliberate aim.

But before I insisted 
on his giving it up he said, ‘ I wish you 
would read one of those books I have been 
reading.’ I took up the book, and found 
it to be a boy’s book about ‘ The Coral 
Islands.' 
It chanced to bp Sunday 
morning, and I did not go to hear any 
preacher that morning, or afternoon either, 
and was not content until I hal read the 
book through. [Laughter.] Why. such 
books put into a boy’s hands are perfectly 
irresistible. You can catch the drift of a 
boy’s mind and character by tumbling out 
before him promiscuously a lot of books 
better than jierhaps in any other way ; and 
it is while a boy is reading books in which 
he is interested that he is shaping what his 
life will be. 
I know a boy very well, who 
is not far removed from my own family, 
who has developed a remarkable fondness 
for the sciences, and all from reading a 
popular series of books treating on water, 
hea\ electricity, and ether matters of that 
kind, each of which is worked up into a 
story.”

Dainty little balaveuses are plaited 
around the bottom of children's dresses. 
They are usually made of tine Swiss mus­ 
lin. edged with a narrow lace of real 
Valenciennes. 
The “ Laitiere” or “ Baietra” pelisses 
which are gathered on the shoulders have 
become a fashionable success, but they 
are too trying in shape to be generally 
adopted. 
Handsome counterpanes can be made of 
the inexpensive bed coverlets sold every­ 
where, by working “ Krcuzstitch Stick- 
erei,” or Russian embroiding designs over 
the w’oven canvas-like borders. Ingrain 
crewel is used for the work, as it washes 
well. 
Though costly elegance in full dress is 
the rule, an absence of bright colors is a 
very noticeable feature of ball and party 
toilets this scfason, and magnificent cos­ 
tumes are worn formed of white brocaded 
velvet, satin, embossed silk, plush and 
Nun’s A’eiling. The vogue of satin and 
velvet is increasing every day, and they 
have never been more universally worn 
than at the present time, being admissible 
at all seasons and upon all occasions. 
A pretty deviation from the casaquin or 
basque is the “ Esmeralda ” waist, which 
is particularly adapted to slender figures. 
It is a modification of the blouse waist, and 
is cut w ith a deep yoke, upon which the 
full blouse is gathered in fine shirrings 
front and back, the side seams, however, 
being perfectly plain and fitting closely to 
the form. Tins waist is very pretty made 
of silk or cashmere, and the yoke and cuffs 
are frequently made of a contrasting mate­ 
rial and color. 
The modern taste for mixed colors shows 
itself in the wearing of feather trimmings 
which display a wonderful intermingling of 
varied hues. In the manufacture of hats 
and bonnets the Impava pheasant is in 
great demand. The head and neck of the 
bird glitters with a metallic brilliancy that 
is very beautiful. Many hats and bonnets 
are made exclusively of this lustrous plu­ 
mage ; in fact there is quite an eruption of 
bright birds and feathers of every kind, 
and a few ladies of eccentric tastes are now 
wearing a small vivid-colored Indian par­ 
rot perched upon the left side of their large 
Gainsborough hats. 
Although passe abroad, some newly- 
imported jerseys are exhibited which are 
exceedingly handsome. They are made 
with a rich embroidery which is thickly 
covered with self-colored or iridescent 
beads, which removes the plain appearance 
of the bodice and also givea it an Oriental 
look. One of the most attractive of these 
is in black, embroidered in small silk stars 
covered with jet. The effect is very fine. 
A deep jet fringe is also arranged around 
the bottom of the jersey, headed by a band 
of beaded applique work. Sometimes, 
and mostly when there is no embroidery 
on the bodice, there are collars, cuffs and 
rei’ers of beaded velvet added ; and, again, 
another style is a jersey of dark marine 
blue or of ruby or bronze with collar, cuffs 
and shoulder caps of Oriental brocade or 
of some color or fabric contrasting with 
the material of the jersey. In this ca3e the 
balayeuse at the foot of the dress skirt 
matches the trimmings that adorn the 
waist.

Soon after Heine’s death, Meiss­ 
ner visited Heine’s widow1 at Asnieres, 
where the manuscript was shown to him, 
but he apparently kuows no more than the 
rest of the world as to its subsequent 
fortunes. 
A writer in the London World is deeply 
vefsed in the geography of the “ Mill on 
the Floss” anil “ Jane Eyre 
“ The 
scenes ot George Eliot’s earliest stories are 
laid, for the most part, in Warwickshire 
and Derbyshire. The ‘ Mill on the Floss,’ 
however, is an exception. 
It is not, I be­ 
lieve, generally known that the town 
called St. Ogg’s iu this novel, and where 
most of the action takes place, is Gaines- 
borough, an old-fashioned country town in 
Lincolnshire ; while the Floss is the River 
Trent itself, where it broadens out toward 
the Humber and the sea. Nor has the 
scenery of the latter portion of ‘Jane 
Eyre ’ hitherto been rightly identified. 
Most people imagine those tine descriptions 
to have been inspired by the moorland 
solitudes surrounding Miss Bronte’s own 
home at Haworth. But Hathersage, an 
obscure village .in the Peak of Derbyshire, 
was the real source of her inspiration. 
The house ealted Moor House in the novel 
is still standing, aud there are many other 
associations connected 
with Charlotte 
Bronte in this neighborhood which the 
world as yet kuow nothing of.”

CABINET OFFICERS IN 
CONGRESS. 


A Senate committee has reported unani­ 
mously in favor of admitting members of 
the Cabinet to seats in Congress for the 
purpose of speech. 
It is proposed that 
they should have no vote, and that they 
should only be entitled to speak on the af­ 
fairs of their own Departments. 
Even 
with these restrictions the concession would 
be most valuable and the innovation most 
useful. 
The advantage to legislation of 
having the heads of Departments on the 
floor, where they could be questioned con­ 
cerning the afiairs under their control, is 
obvious, but it is almost equally clear that 
the cause of Civil Service reform would 
gain immensely from the proposed meas­ 
ure. 
For when the heads of Departments 
were on the floor it would always be possi­ 
ble to the friends of Civil Service reform 
to expose whatever improper appointments 
might be made, and the Secretaries would 
very soon iind it impossible to face the 
country with justifications of the spoils 
system, while Congressmen who cling to 
that method would find themselves con­ 
stantly held up to reproach and obloquy. 
We believe that the proposed 
change 
would do a great deal towards breaking 
down the spoils system, and therefore we 
hope that it will be adopted with as little 
delay as possible. 


THE INTEREST OF TdE MINERS. 


The best proof that the Drainage Act is 
not in the interest of the hydraulic miners 
consists in the fact that if it were repealed 
now they would be relieved of the double 
tax th.y are compelled to pay under it. 
The situation which would ensue upon the 
repeal of the bill would undoubtedly suit 
them better then the existing one, for in 
tliat event the farmers would be left with­ 
out legislative protection of any kind, and 
the miners would be freed from all special 
imposts. 
It is therefore evident that if 
they consulted their own interest alone 
the miners would favor the repeal of the 
debris bill. 
There is no reason to suppose 
that they fear litigation . at least it is cer­ 
tain that they have thus far had no reason 
to fear it. 
The repeal of the debris bill 
would actually relieve thaai of a consider­ 
able burden of taxation, and at the same 
time it would deprive the farmers of all 
prospect of relief. 


AN 
ACT 
OF 
TARDY 
.rUSTICE. 


Ex-Mayor Green attached his signature 
to a card which is part a laudation of the 
old management of the Union. 
Why Mr. 
G reen should have felt called upon to do this 
may appear more plain when it is remem­ 
bered that the management in question 
was wont to pronounce him unworthy of 
public confidence. 
Mr. Green's highly 
complimentary opinion of that paper comes 
to public knowledge Bomewhat late, and 
the measure of his magnanimity cannot be 
fully appreciated, except by recalling the 
decidedly bad opinion the eld Union enter­ 
tained of him. 


TAXATION OF PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


The taxation of personal property as at 
present carried on is necessarily a failure, 
and the more vigorous the efforts to render 
it successful the more hopeless these efforts 
must be, from the very nature of the case. 
The personal property which belongs to the 
farmer is for the most part of a kind that 
cannot be concealed. 
Agricultural ma­ 
chinery, stock, horses, sheep, pigs, fowls, 
wagons, and so forth, are easily listed by 
the Assessor, and so the real and personal 
property of the farmer ie pretty certain to 
be put on the assessment roll. 
The con­ 
sciousness that nearly all his property is, 
so to speak, out of doors, and therefore not 
to be hidden, naturally makes the farmer 
angry at the thought that the city tax­ 
payer so often escapes the Assessor because 
his personal property is so hard to get at 
and so easy to conceal. 
It was undoubt­ 
edly this feeling which moved the agricult­ 
ural members of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention to insist on taxing evidences of 
ownership and representatives of solvent 
debts, and it cannot he denied that the 
aim of the farmers was legitimate, however 
mistaken their methods may have been. 
It is in fact perfectly true that the 
character of their personal property ex­ 
poses almost all of it to the collector, while 
the character of the personal property of 
the business men of cities renders it easy 
for them to evade their taxes. 
So much 
must he agreed to by whoever examines 
this subject, but the blunder of the farmers 
was that they reasoned from right prem­ 
ises to wrong conclusions. 
It was true 
that they were at the mercy of the As­ 
sessor, and that the city men were not ; 
but it was a mistake to suppose that this 
state of things could be amended by ex­ 
tending the sphere of personal property 
taxation, and by including within it mat­ 
ters which could not with any seriousness 
be regarded as tangible property. 
The 
farmers complained that the city men had 
escaped taxation oil their personal prop­ 
erty ; and to remedy this they proposed to 
levy a double tax upon what it had been 
found impossible to tax once. 
It did not 
occur to them that if it is easy, from the 
nature of certain classes of property, to 
conceal it, this attribute of the property 
will not be affected by nominally taxing it 
twice or more. 
The initial difficulty was 
that the property was incapable of being 
reached ; it did not make it 3ny easier to 
reach, to tax itB shadow. 
The proof of the futility of the new sys­ 
tem consists in the fact that with a nom­ 
inal assessment twenty-one per cent, larger 
than that under the old Constitution, it 
has been found impossible to increase the 
revenue appreciably. 
The meaning of this 
is that the more vigorous attempts to reach 
personal property have failed, and that the 
same cause of complaint exists as previ­ 
ously. 
But this is not the worst. 
The 
new system has been largely abortive, no 
doubt; but whenever it has been success­ 
ful it has produced serious injury to the 
State. 
Thus it has probably been evaded 
by the majority of heavy taxpayers ; but 
when it has not been evaded it has had 
the effect of driving capita! out of the 
State. 
Thus also it has caught the poorest 
class of urban taxpayers, namely, the de­ 
positors in savings hanks, and has indicted 
upon them all the tyranny and injustice of 
a double taxation which they are as im­ 
potent to escape as the farmers themselves. 
The new experiment, consequently, has 
proved a complete and disastrous failure. 
It has not caught the wealthy class save 
here and there ; and it has caught one of 
the poorer classes whose burdens it was 
specially intended to lighten. 
And this 
experience ought to have convinced the 
farmers that in drafting the new revenue 
system they set out wrong. 
The failure of 
the personal property taxes under the old 
Constitution did not carry to their minds 
the correct 
deductions, in fact. 
They 
thought that the remedy lay in making the 
revenue law more stringent and compre­ 
hensive. 
They ought to have realized that 
the experience of the past proved the fu­ 
tility o f all personal proper!y taxes. 
For 
this is the truth. 
Whenever it is tound 
that from the nature of certain property it 
is difficult to reach and list it, it is cheaper 
and better for the Government to let it 
alone. 
In democracies, where the popular 
spirit will not tolerate inquisitorial revenue 
laws, and where there is no resort in the 
case of intangible property hut the state­ 
ment of the taxpayer, it must always be 
impossible to collect any tax the equity of 
which is doubted by any considerable por­ 
tion of the people. 
And when, as under 
the new Constitution, an effort is made to 
impose double taxation upon this intangi­ 
ble property, the only result is to confirm 
taxpayers in their resolution to evade the 
unjust impost. 
This is what has happened, and what 
ought to have been expected. The farmers 
indeed had 
every phase of 
the situa­ 
tion clearly explained to them by this 
journal while the new revenue law was 
under discussion, and all that has occurred 
was then foretold by the R eco rd -U n io n . 
But they got an idea into their heads that 
nothing but bitter experience could re­ 
move, and so they went on and tested their 
theory for themselves. 
Their education 
in political economy is, however, only 
begun. 
They have seen that the pursuit 
of personal property is not the more suc­ 
cessful the fiercer it becomes, but we do 
not know whether they have yet mastered 
the truth that it is a blunder to tax per­ 
sonal property at all. 
Yet this is what 
must be recognized before we can have a 
really sound and effective revenue system, 
however difficult it may be to produce 
conviction as to its wisdom and equity. 
All taxes which cannot from the nature 
of the case be collected, ought to be aban­ 
doned. 
A tax which can be evaded only 
tends to demoralize the public by famil­ 
iarizing them with perjury. 
All personal 
property taxes at present have this effect. 
The truth is that no man either can be or 
ought to be trusted to be his own assessor, 
and that a State which relies upon the 
voluntary statements of the people in mat­ 
ters of taxation has a loose, haphazard, 
unscientific and altogether ill-adju6ted and 
badly-working revenue system. 
These at­ 
tempts to get at personal property, how 
ever, injure the State in several ways. 
They fall with great severity upon sueh 
property as cannot he concealed or trans­ 
ferred ; and they damage the reputation of 
the State abroad, and deter enterprise at 
home. 
This is what our revenue law has 
done, and no results could be more mis­ 
chievous than it has produced. 
The best form of taxation is that which 
bears equally and justly upon the whole 
community. 
Now, taxes on personal prop­ 


erty cannot do this, because personal prop­ 
erty is of such various kinds, and some 
classes are so bard and some so easy to 
reach. 
Such taxes 
produce 
double 
or 
treble taxation in one place and fail alto­ 
gether in another. 
Consequently they 
make the incidence of 
taxation uncer­ 
tain and capricious, confuse everything, 
and give rise to great complaint and dis­ 
satisfaction. 
Taxes laid upon things which 
cannot escape are the only fair and sound 
ones, and there are at present no such 
taxes save upon land, houses, and per­ 
sonal property in the open air, such as 
live stock and 
agricultural machinery, 
wagons, etc. 
But since some kinds of 
personal property cannot be reached, it is 
manifestly unjust to tax other kinds, un­ 
less 
the nomenclature 
of taxation 
is 
changed, and whatever can be handled is 
set down as “ real’’ property as well as 
land. 
As the case stands land and houses 
constitute the only completely trustworthy 
bases of taxation. 
They cannot be con­ 
cealed. 
They can be appraised by the As­ 
sessor without resort to the owners of 
them. 
And if they are made to bear all 
taxes, the result must be to so di-tribute 
the burden that every man will really bear 
his share of it, and that none will any 
longer escape. 
Of course this theory of taxation will 
not be accepted at once by the farmers and 
real estate 
owners. 
It involves 
some 
changes which, at the moment of making 
them, would 
bear 
hardly upon 
these 
classes, and therefore we are not prepared 
to say that it should be introduced until 
carefully-devised legislation has so paved 
the way for it that no temporary increase 
of taxation shall fail upon any class. 
It 
will no doubt take no little time to con­ 
vince the farmers that a plan which at the 
first view looks like throwing the whole 
burden of the revenue upon them ought to 
receive their support; hut since it is un­ 
questionably demonstrable that this first 
view is not the true view, and since it is 
equally susceptible of proof that the best 
interests of the farmers would he enor­ 
mously advanced by such a change, it is a 
reasonable expectation that they will event­ 
ually be brought to coincide in and even to 
demand it. 
For the present it is neces­ 
sary to proceed slowly, and only to avpid 
making further mistakes in the direction 
of heaping up uncollectable taxes upon 
personal property. 


ONE 
MORE 
PROOF. 


Yesterday morning we challenged the 
pretended opponents of hydraulic mining 
to give proof of their good faith, not by 
mere chattering, 
but by inducing the 
legislature to enact some practical and 
immediately-available law to restrain the 
hydraulic minerB. 
As if in response to 
this challenge a motion was made in the 
Senate to bring up Senate bill No. 347. It 
is true that this bill does not provide any 
adequate remedy for the evil, hut its 
passage would have had the appearance of 
a disposition to deal with the question. 
The motion, however, was defeated, and 
thus one more proof was afforded of the 
entire accuracy of the R b c o r d - U n io n ’s 
previsions in this connection. 
We have 
asserted from the first that all the talk 
about 
stopping 
the 
hydraulic 
miners 
by the 
repealers 
was 
a 
mere sham ; 
that 
there 
was 
no 
real 
disposition 
on the part of 
the Legislature to do 
anything of the kind, and that what­ 
ever was said about the existence of such 
a disposition was intended solely to dupe 
the defenders of the Drainage Act, and 
cause them to consent to its repeal. 
This 
view of the situation has been justified by 
a score of votes, all showing the deter­ 
mination of the Legislature to refrain from 
any interference with the hydraulic mines. 
We have thus far made no mistakes 
in our estimate of the ease. 
We have 
seen throughout that if the Drainage Act 
was repealed the Sacramento valley would 
be left without any protection against the 
debris, and therefore we have used our 
utmost endeavors to forewarn the public, 
whose interests we are defending, against 
all attempts to lead them astray, and 
against all 
side - movements, 
however 
speciously devised. 
The positions of the 


R e c o r i i - U n i o n have throughout this con­ 
test been sustained and vindicated by 
events. 
Every man who possesses intelli­ 
gence enough for the common uses of life 
must see now that the attempt to divert 
public sentiment at the close of the legisla­ 
tive session into a wild-goose chase after un­ 
attainable remedies, was inspired by a de­ 
sire to bring about the failure of all legis­ 
lation in the premises, and thus to leave 
.Sacramento and the whole valley at the 
mercy of the Hood of debris. 
The R e c o r d - U n io n cares nothing for 
men in this contest. 
It is fighting for the 
preservation of the Sacramento valley, 
and it proposes to keep to the course it has 
marked out for itself until the issue is 
determined in accordance with the exigen­ 
cies of the situation. 
We have interposed 
no obstacle to the adoption of other reme­ 
dies, whether in the way of legislative en­ 
actment or legal proceeding, but we are more 
convinced than ever that the maintenance 
of the Drainage Act is the only means of 
relief attainable at this time. 
We are 
satisfied that if that law is carried out 
fully and faithfully it will afford us all 
effectual relief. 
We base our convictions 
not upon strect-corner gossip, not upon 
the kind of intuitive ideas which some 
people dignify by the title of “ common 
“ sense,” but upon the careful conclusions 
of science, which in their turn rest upon 
accurate and thoroughly verified observa­ 
tion and survey. 
Some of the most skill­ 
ful engineers in the country have stated 
that the Drainage Act will solve the 
debris problem if it is faithfully adminis­ 
tered, and that assurance is sufficient for 
us, and ought to be sufficient for all who 
are capable of reasoning. 
The Drainage Act has not yet been test­ 
ed. 
Operations under it were only com­ 
menced about six months before the pres­ 
ent legislative session opened. The princi­ 
ples embodied in it have not yet been 
applied to such an extent as to permit of an 
intelligent judgment concerning their re­ 
sults. 
The critics who have assailed it are 
with scarcely an exception ignorant of en­ 
gineering scienoe, ignorant of the nature of 
the laws to be dealt with, even ignorant of 
the plans sought to be carried out. 
Their 
censure has been as ridiculous and con­ 
temptible as would be a slur upon an archi­ 
tect because when he bad erected only the 
foundation walls of a house the structure 
did not afford protection from the weather. 
The session has been allowed to approach 
its end before any movement has been 
made to furnish, a substitute for the Drain­ 
age Act. 
The facte of the injury caused 


by hydraulic mining had been set forth 
months previously, hot it is only at this 
eleventh hour that it has suddenly been 
revealed to a few hitherto passive persons 
that something strenuous ought to be done 
against hydraulic mining. 
And at this 
juncture, when it is notorious to every ob­ 
server that the time for successful action 
in that respect has been allowed to pass 
unutilized, we find a great flourish of 
trumpets made over the attempted (and 
abortive) introduction of a resolution pro­ 
posing that the State shall enter into litiga­ 
tion with the hydraulic miners. 
We may 
say here that it is the opinion of some of 
the ablest lawyers in the State that hy­ 
draulic mining could not be reached by 
injunction, and that if such litigation were 
commenced the public would have to wait 
from five to ten years before anything was 
done, even if it could be done then. 
It is in order to inquire what Sacramento 
property will be worth in ten years if 
nothing is done in the meantime to arrest 
the evils of hydraulic mining 5 
We are 
contending for actual and effective rem­ 
edies. 
We do not want to take the des­ 
perate chances of a protracted lawsuit. 
We believe that the only way to save this 
valley is to go on with the remedial plans 
which have been devised by the engineers, 
and we believe that if those plans are car­ 
ried out Sacramento will be absolutely safe, 
not ten, but five years hence, and that 
without “ ifs” o r “ buts.” 
This is why 
we have taken the positions we hold on this 
subject, and this is why we shall maintain 
them to the end. 


THE 
DEARTH 
OF 
GREAT 
MEN. 


A short time ago the Nation had an 
article under the above head, and it has 
elicited several replies from persons who 
think they can explain why it is that the 
aforesaid dearth exists. 
One of these cor­ 
respondents ascribes it to the leveling in­ 
fluence of the common school system, and 
thinks that “ in the disappearance of great 
“ men from public life we see the legiti- 
“ mate first-fruits of the system.” 
After 
commenting upon the methods pursued in 
these schools, and endeavoring to show that 
they allow for no exceptional developments 
of genius, the writer observes: 
“ When 
“ we consider that, with few exceptions, 
“ all the most promising hoys in America 
“ are being trained and having their char- 
“ acters formed in such schools, can we 
“ wonder that but very few ever attain to 
“ anything above mediocrity, and need we 
“ longer inquire, 
‘Why are great men 
" ‘ disappearing from public life':’” 
We 
cannot regard this as an adequate explana­ 
tion of the phenomenon under considera­ 
tion. 
In the first place we do not think 
that the public schools train or form 
the characters of those who pass through 
them. 
On 
the 
contrary, 
we 
believe 
that 
they 
fail 
precisely 
at 
this 
point. 
In the second place they do not» 
as a rule, operate to retard development, 
because with rare exceptions the methods 
of taxation are loose and clumsy. 
The 
real difficulty with the schools is that the 
education they furnish is not sufficiently 
practical, but they are certainly capable of 
standing a comparison in that respect with 
any of the private schools or colleges 
through which the great men of previous 
generations passed. 
In fact if great men 
were among us we do not believe that the 
public schools would have any appreciable 
effect in hindering their development. But 
there are several other agencies which do 
have the effect of driving our best intelli­ 
gences into new fields of activity. Politics 
have been barred to the higher class of 
minds by the adoption of the spoils system. 
No great men 
can 
exist under that 
political 
condition, 
and 
so 
we 
find 
that we have ceased to possess any states­ 
men, 
and that “ bosses’ 
have 
taken 
their places. 
Public life has in fact been 
degraded, and it is no longer even reason­ 
able to look for great men in that direction. 
Again, 
it. must 
he 
realized 
that 
it 
takes 
a 
great 
deal 
more 
to 
make 
a great man now than it did half a century 
ago. 
The standard of popular intelligence 
has been raised by the immense increase in 
the means of communication and enlight­ 
enment. 
All the worl<\ knows every day 
whatever has happened everywhere. Every 
public measure is 
analyzed, 
dissected, 
turned inside out, by the press, as soon as 
it is proposed. 
Public libraries and cheap 
hooks have put the means of information 
within the reach of all. 
The rapid exten­ 
sion of the sphere of human knowledge has 
made it impossible for any man to possess 
encyclopedic learning. The most clear 
and strong intellects must now be content 
to master but some one branch of knowl­ 
edge. 
In Science, in Literature, in Art, 
the opportunities for success have been di­ 
minished by 
increasing 
demands upon 
scholars. 
The democratic movement has 
in short 
tended 
to 
eliminate great 
men 
by 
bringing 
a 
large 
propor­ 
tion 
of the 
masses 
up 
to 
the in­ 
tellectual level of those 
who formerly 
towered above the crowd. 
And it must 
further be realized that the ablest men of 
the present day are not to be found in the 
occupations which make the most ehow 
and attract the greatest share of popular at­ 
tention. 
They find scope for their abili­ 
ties in the organization and management 
of great industrial enterprises, in bridging 
continents with railroads, in controlling 
vast financial operations, in working out 
schemes of colossal magnitude for the com­ 
bination of great interests. 
It is among 
these men that we must look for those 
evidences of special genius and force of 
character which are no longer observed in 
politics, and which have thus far not been 
developed in American literature or art. 
It is always where the freest play for their 
capacities is to be found that we must look 
for the really great men of a generation, 
for 
the 
environment 
determines 
the 
expansion and maturity of these choice 
spirits, as surely as it does the growth and 
progress of the commonest dunce society 
harbors. 
. 


THE UNIVERSITY AND THE HIGH SCHOOLS 


The State University has recently issued 
a bulletin giving an account of some 
changes which have been made in the re­ 
quirements for the matriculation examina­ 
tion, and which are intended to facilitate 
the entrance of High School graduates. 
This movement is commendable, but it ap­ 
pears to us that the new Constitution 
almost fatally bars the way to any sys­ 
tematic connection between the public- 
Bchool system and the University. 
Under 
the provisions of that instrument the very 
existence of High Schools is made a matter 
of chance, since the whole of the school 
fund is expressly devoted to the primary 
and grammar schools. 
This is to isolate 


the High Schools, and at the same time to 
break the chain by which it was originally 
intended to bind the entire educational 
system together. 
Of all the perverse and 
imbecile provisions of that fatuous instru­ 
ment this is one of the worst, and it has 
already in effect disconnected the public 
schools from the University, and deprived 
two-thirds of the people of all opportunity 
to send their children to the latter institu­ 
tions. 
We are always most desirous of 
supporting and approving whatever meas­ 
ures may tend to increase the efficiency of 
the State University, but we cannot help 
feeling that the framers of the new Consti­ 
tution did their best to paralyze it and de­ 
stroy its usefulness, and that they have 
certainly circumscribed its sphere of action 
very seriously.

Elevsu persons, who allege, but so far 
as we can perceive, without any authority, 
that they represent a self-appointed Com­ 
mittee of Fifty-seven, have seen fit to at­ 
tack the R e c o r d - U n i o n , and to charge it 
with all manner of misdemeanors and of­ 
fenses. 
The ostensible object of their 
effusion is to vindicate their self-appointed 
Chairman from the imputation of selfish 
motives in getting up a futile and tardy 
agitation on behalf of utterly impractical 
proceedings against the hydraulic miners. 
The eleven, evidently emulous of eclipsing 
the famous three tailors of Tooley street, 
hut speaking, so far as we have any knowl­ 
edge, solely for 
themselves, are 
wise 
enough to say that they have published 
this card without consulting their leader. 
Had they been a little wiser, and had they 
not omitted that precaution, it is possible 
that their statement would never have ap­ 
peared. 
The 
R e c o r d - U n i o n does not 
propose to bandy many words with the 
eleven. 
In the first place it does not hold 
itself in any way aceonntable to them for 
its course upon 
public questions. 
In 
the second place it does not recognize their 
authority to speak in behalf of anyone but 
themselves. 
In the third place it declines 
to accept their assertions as proving or dis­ 
proving anything. And in the fourth place 
it has nothing to retract or to modify in 
any of its past expressions on the subject at 
issue. 
When it said that the motives of the 
recent agitation were probably selfish, that 
it seemed to be intended to force the de­ 
bris question into the Courts, and to leave 
the people no recourse but litigation, it 
only expressed the opinions of the majority 
of this community, and the most natural 
inferences from observed facts. 
It has not 
changed its belief in this regard, and is not 
likely to change it. 
If the eleven do not 
like this we really do not know what else 
they can do than publish a few more 
cards. 
The columns of our contemporary 
are doubtless open to them permanently in 
a matter of this kind, but perhaps before 
they rush into print again they had better 
do what they unfortunately neglected yes­ 
terday—namely, consult their Chairman. 


THE WORK OF TEE REFUNDING BILL. 


The first effects of the new refunding 
bill upon the money market are not reas­ 
suring. 
Our dispatches indicate that al­ 
most a panic was caused yesterday by the 
uncertainties of the situation, that all se­ 
curities were greatly weakened, and that 
the Secretary of the Treasury had to come 
to the rescue of the demoralized market by 
purchasing §10,000,000 of bonds. 
If this 
is the first consequence of a bill which has 
not yet passed both branches of Congress, 
and has yet to reach the hands of the ex­ 
ecutive, what may he expected if it be­ 
comes a law ? 
It will be of very little use 
for the demagogues and believers in gov­ 
ernmental bulldozing to rail at the National 
Banks at such a crisis. 
The fact is that 
the present state of the money market is 
but a fresh illustration of the truth of the 
saying that one man may lead a horse to 
the 
water, 
but twenty 
cannot make 
him 
drink. 
The 
Democrats are, very 
fortunately, responsible for the refund­ 
ing bill, and it is possible that when 
they realize the danger they are forcing 
the country into they may retrace their 
steps. 
With the common purhlindneES of 
men who are only partisans they appear to 
have thought they could make some polit­ 
ical capital for themselves by refunding at 
three per cent. ; but they omitted to ascer­ 
tain whether refunding at that figure was 
practicable. 
They were told by the best 
authorities that it was not practicable, hut 
they thought if they compelled the Na­ 
tional Banks to buy three per cents, as se­ 
curity for their circulation, this difficulty 
would he overcome. 
Events are now de­ 
monstrating the seriousness of their blun­ 
der, and if they do not reassure the startled 
market by rescinding their mistaken ac­ 
tion, it is evident that a real catastrophe 
may emphasize the folly 
and peril of 
placing the national finances at the mercy 
of politicians.

CITY FINANCES. 


In a recently published card, Mr. Mesick 
takes occasion to say : “ The facts are that 
“ the Funded Debt Commissioners have 
“ not been able to purchase a dollar of 
“ bonds for a year past, and I think in 
“ two years even, at the limit allowed 
“ by law, 35 cents.” 
On the contrary, 
the facts are that the Commission pur­ 
chased in 1870 bonds to the amount of 
§51,500 at a cost of §10,902, and in 1S80, 
bonds in the amount of §25,100, at a cost 
of $8,7S5, or a total in the two years of 
§70,600, at a cost of §25,087. 
During the 
same period they purchased coupons to the 
amount of §03,850, paying therefor the 
sum of §49,0SS. 
These are exact facts. 


L i n c o l n a n d S u m n e r .— The following 
story of Lincoln, like many others, maj­ 
or may not be true. 
Senator Sumner 
called one day to advise the President. 
He talked long, learnedly, and, as usual, 
rather dictatonally. 
Lincoln heard him 
through, smiling occasionally, but making 
no remark. 
When the stream of senatorial 
eloquence finally stopped, he said, to the 
utter 
amazement 
of 
his distinguished 
guest: 
“ Stand up, Sumner, and let ns 
measure backs.” 
Sumner stood up, with 
all the reluctance of offended dignity, and 
the two backs were brought íd contact. 
“ Ah,” said Lincoln, when the measuring 
was ended, “ my back is a good deal longer 
than yours, Sumner; yes, a good deal 
longer.” 
The interview, as might be sup­ 
posed, was speedily terminated ; and, as 
the door closed npon the tall form, Lincoln 
remarked, as if soliloquizing, to a friend 
present: 
“ Sumner's a smart man. a 
mighty smart man.

would just suit him.”

Senate. 


W a s h in g to n , February 25th.— Ransom, from the 
Committee ou Commerce, 
reponed back, with 
amendments and a recommendation th at it pass, 
the river and harbor bill. 
W ithers reported favorably the agricultural appro­ 
priation bill. 
Farlev reporte»! favorably bills for assay offices at 
Deadwfod, Omaha and the Territory of Arizona, 
with amendment®. 
Calendar. 
Beck introduced a sub titute, approved, he said, 
by the S eretary of the Treasury, for his bill to 
issue leual tenders to circulate as money on deposits 
of gold, etc. 
After the morning hour the Senate took up the 
agricultural Mil. 
W inters, who reported the bill, Ftated that the 
present total was $330,500, of which S¿0,500 had 
been ndded by the Senate Committee. 
It aggre­ 
gated $12,220 less than the estimate, and was $77,220 
in excess of the total appropriation for 1881. 
In Committee of the Whole the bill was read and 
the amendments i the Senate Committee acted upon 
as reached, and the bill was reported to the Senate 
and poseed. 
Wallace, from the select committee on alleged 
frauds in the iate elections, subm itted a re|>ort, 
which wcs received and ordered printvd. 
The report of the minority w ill be presented here­ 
after. 
A discussion ensued between Blair, Hoar and 
T«ller, of tne 
com m ittee 
and 
the 
Chairman 
(Wallace), as to w hether the reports just made had 
been regularly acted U|>on by or subm itted to the 
committee, w hether certain affidavits in the papers 
of the committee, printed under order of the Senate, 
alleged to be forgeries and adm itted to be untrue, 
should or should not be expunged from the record 
as unauthorized. 
A final understanding was effected with a view to 
the omission of 
m atters objectionable 
to the 
m inority,and the subje«: was dropped immediately. 
Messrs. Davis of West Virginia, Wallace and 
Allison were appointed Senate conferees on the leg­ 
islative appropriation bill. 
Plum b reported favorably the House bill to amend 
Section 232(1 of the Revised S tatutes, relating to 
suits at law affecting the titles to m ining claims. 
Placed on the calendar. 
The Senate then xesumed the discussion of the 
House bill to regulate practice in suits brought to 
recover damage tor infringem ent on patents. 
Windom spo e of the present patentee svstem as 
an organized system of blackmail and robber}', in 
enablin; parties other than the patentees and often 
sh}ster lawyers, after purchasing old and worthless 
patents, to make raids on the people. 
After rem arks by Blair and Voorhccs, the bill was 
laid aride. 
Ou motion of Davis of West Virginia, the Senate 
bill to provide for a building for a Po&totfice, reve­ 
nue-office, etc., in Clarksburg, W. V*».. was passed. 
After an executive session the Senate adjourned. 


H ouse. 


W a sh in g t o n, February 25th.—The House passed 
the night w ithout transacting any business. 
C<*\ offered to vote for any num ber from 293 up 
or 529 down, but Conger insisted th at the previous 
question should first be withdrawn. 
Tne Sergeant at-Arms brought in Chittenden, who 
said he never played the fool a da> in his life—never 
had been able to conform to the right rules t. f 
this House. 
When brother Cox undertook to force 
im portant legislation by a yroeess which contra­ 
dicted all common sense, antagonizing reason and 
all possibilities of proper legislation, and which 
never resulted in anything bu t fatigue and death, 
he had no apology. 
H unter said this speech was an insult to the 
House. 
A tkins—He speaks of fools. 
Whom does he call 
fools ? 
C hittenden withdrew the improper words. 
H unter insisted upon the words being taken 
down, and then Carlisle offered a resolution censur­ 
ing Chiitenuen for language disrespectful to the 
House. 
Chittenden said the thought of offending any 
member never entered his head, and w ithout hesi­ 
tation withdrew every offensive word. 
He was 
then upon excused. 
At 0:40* on the suggestion of Hawley, it was 
unanimously adopted th a t each 9ide elect five gen­ 
tlemen to confer and adopt some plan, and m ean­ 
tim e the House to *k a recess util 10:30. 
The K publicans, announced Conger, Sherwin, 
Lapliam, 
Anderson and .Shcllenbarger, and the 
Democrats Cox, Thompson, Reagan, House and 
Thompson. 
A recess to 10:30 was then taken. 
After r cess Wil.iams called up the resolution 
relative to the death oi Senator Carpenter, and 
spoke briefly there-n, offering a resolution that five 
members accompany the body to the deceased mem­ 
ber's late home. 
Hazelton seconded it with appropriate remarks. 
The motion prevailed, and the House, as a further 
m ark of respect, adjourned. 
Friday’s session began at 11 o’clock. 
The Senate bill for the sale of the rem ainder of 
the reservation of the confederated Otoe and Mis­ 
souri tribes of Indians in Kansas and Nebraska was 
passed. 
The Senau bill was passed authorizing the Presi­ 
dent to invite all fort ign nations to participate in 
the International Exhibition of 18S3 
The House went into Committee of the Whole on 
the sundry civil appropriation bill, and Atkins 
moved to strike out the appropriation of $10,000 for 
printing 10,000 copies of the official record of the 
rebellion. 
He said be hail always favored such 
printing, but the refusal to purchase tl.e Polk and 
Bragg papers impaired the history. 
It would not 
detract from the glory of the Federal soldier to 
compliment th e Confederate, bu t the contrary. 
However, he withdrew his motion, being assured 
by the Republicans th at it was desired to print 
everything that woult throw light on the late war. 
H ostctter offered an amendment appropria'iiig 
$20,000, enabling the Secretary of the Treasury to 
transport free of charge subsidiary silver coin when 
required to do so. 
The clause having been read appointing General 
George B. McClellan a member of the Board of Di­ 
rectors of the National Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death 
of General John Love, Brown moved to insert the 
name of General Daniel Mc.’aulv in place of General 
McClellan, and Weaver moved to insert the name of 
General B. F. Butler. 
Both motions were defeated, notw ithstanding a 
remark made by Weaver that General Butler should 
be selected on the ground that there was no man 
in America who could show such a non-partisan 
record 
A motion made by Brown to insert the name of N. 
D. Mason was defeated. 
The committee then informally ro?e, to enable the 
Sp-.aker to announce Atkins, Clymer and Baker as 
conferees on the legislative appropriation bill, and 
resumed its silting. 
Goode offered an am endm ent appropriating >‘200,- 
000 for the establishm ent at »lie Isthmus of Panama 
of a naval station and depot9 of <*oal for the supply 
of war steamships. 
Blount raised a point of order th at the amend­ 
m ent was not in continuation of any work in pro­ 
gress. and argued that the object was not so much 
to establish stations but in connection with a } r >- 
tectorate of the Isthm us, in consequence of the 
proposed interoceanic ship canal. 
W hitthom e, Chairman of the Naval Committee, 
replied to Blount. 
The Isthm us of Panama was P> 
bo the possible future lim it of the American coast­ 
wise tn u ’e, and there were mineral lands there 
which could be obtained now on good terras. 
The 
amendment was offered, not only in the interest of 
the navy, but of the great national i terests of the 
country, and he warned gentb'inen not to trifle, by 
delays or technicalities, with a proposition in which 
the honor and interests of the country m ight be in­ 
volved. 
'Hie Chairman said he would subm it the point of 
order to the committee for decision. 
McMahon charged that behind this proposition 
was a scheme for the benefit of the Chiriqui Land 
Improvement. Company, which was the owner of 
200,000,000 acres of land on the Isthm us, which in­ 
cluded the two harbors th at were to be made coal­ 
ing stations. 
How many private schemes m ight be 
involved in the proposition he did not know, bu t be 
had a suspicion th at it was not for the promotion of 
thehonor an J glory of the United States. 
The question of the j>oint of order was overruled 
—79 to 
Keifer quoted from a recent- message of the Presi­ 
dent to show the importance and economy of pro­ 
viding these naval stations. 
McMahon expressed his surprise at the suggestion 
th at a saving of $250,000 could be effected annually 
by the establishm ent of coaling stations. 
If tnat 
were si», why did not the cute Yankees connected 
with the Chiriuhi Land Company establish those 
stations themselves, mine coal and sell it to the 
Government ? 
Harris, a member of the Naval Committee, dis­ 
claimed w ith much indignation the idea that a rep­ 
resentative of the land company had been before 
that committee, or bad influenced it in any respi • 
It was believed by the Presidí, tit and by tiie Secre­ 
tary of the Navv that in view of the complications 
that may arise in the future, it was wisdom on the 
part of the United bta’e* to have coaling stations 
on the Atlantic and Pacific sides of the Isthmus. 
Was this House unwilling to intrust to the President 
and Secretary »f the Navy the power to fix these 
locations.' 
King, Chairman of the Interoceann* Canal Com­ 
m ittee, denied tliat any representative of any land 
company had api»earcii befoie or influenced the com­ 
mittee. 
W hitthorne criticised the Democracy of Blount 
and McMahon, contrasting it with that real Democ­ 
racy which had added empires to the national do­ 
main, whose idea was the manifest destiny of the 
North American Republic, and wh sc morto was 
“ No pent up Utica contracts our power*, but the 
whole b undless continent is ours.” These ¡¿entle- 
men (Blount and McMahon) were neophytes and 
picayunes of the Democracy 
[Laughter.] As to 
the intention of jobbery, all th at he bad to sav was 
th at when the proposition came before the Naval 
Committee it whs roferred to Goode as a sub-com­ 
m ittee, and the intim ation that anybody appeared 
before him or the committee in the interest of the 
land company was uncharitable and false. 
McMahon 
I never intim ate ! it. 
W hilthcrne—If I was as uncharitable and mean as 
others are, I might throw out an intim ation th at the 
money of the French schemers is being used to de­ 
feat the great American idea and project ; but I 
don’t indulge in such intimations. I believe the 
Hou«e and country are animated bv the same spirit 
as the Committee on Naval Affairs, which is, that 
the future greatness and honor of the country de­ 
mand th at this is a work of preparation to m eet pos­ 
sible emergen« ies. 
McMahan thought the rem arks of his distinguished 
friend a little unfortunate, in view of the fact th at 
the secretary of the Navy, who recommended the 
establishm ent of the coaling stations, was now the 
America i President of the Panam a Canal Company.

It was recommended by the 
President, Secretary Goff, Robeson, and by Thomp­ 
son's predecessor. 
McM ihon sai l he had never spoken with Thomp­ 
son on the subject. 
He bad never charged or in ti­ 
mated th at members of the Naval Committee hail 
been influenced by im proper motives.

Mr. Jew ett says he does not seek notoriety. 
It is well known that he has been spoken of 
as a possible candidate for each of the several 
offices of Governor, United States Senator 
and Representative in Congress. 
Mr. Jewitt 
says the mass meeting called by him: elf after 
the adjournment of the Anti-Debris Associa­ 
tion. indorsed by a decided vote the resolu­ 
tion offered by Dr. Durst indorsing the action 
of our representatives in the Legislature in 
regard to the Drainage Act. 
I ha»*o aireany 
stated the number of persons present at ti.e 
meeting to be 95 in all.

tions were that the original parcel should 
pass to the survivor of the three and be de­ 
posited in the National Library on condi­ 
tion that no part or the whole of the con­ 
tents should ever be published. 
But if the 
death of Alfred de Musset should he seri­

friend was to have the privilege of making 
the truth known.

Trip Down the River—Condition of Orchards 
and Lands. 
Ttie Supervisors’ party which left f*-r a 
tour of inspection down the river Thursday 
morning, in the steamer Margie, returned at 
5 o’clock last evening and report a pleasant 
trip. The party consisted of Supervisors P. 
R. Beckley, J. W. Wilson, Samuel Blair, 
John F. Dreman, S. \V. Butler, B. Bailey, 
E. Christy, Engineer J. R. Wilkinson, R. J. 
Merkley, T. H. Berkey and a few others. 
Frequent stops and examinations were made 
along the river to ascertain the actual condi­ 
tion of the roads, bridges and property, and 
the damages which are found, since the water 
has receded to considerable extent, to have been 
sustained. No water is found passing through 
any of the breaks at present on the Sacra­ 
mento side, except upon the Kirn and W hit­ 
comb ranches. The others were cuts or 
break» in the levee embankments only, and 
as the river has again come within its natural 
banks it has ceased to flow out of them. 
The Firn break is a very bad one, and an im­ 
mense amoiiDt of water is flowing through it, 
producing the high water and inundation 
south of Y street and through Drainage Dis­ 
trict No. 1. The opening is about 300 f et 
wide. The river came at this point immedi­ 
ately along beside the levee, and not only the 
raised embankment is washed away, hut 
there is a deep cut the entire width of the 
break into the bank upon which the levee 
stood, so that the water flows from the river 
through it at a rapid rate, with a depth of 
from six to eight feet in some places, and 
THREE HUNDRED FEET WIDE. 
The r iuine which is passing in at this point 
is regarded as took great to permit success in 
closing the break until the water has fallen 
considerable lower. Were it not for this one 
place tlie back-water below the city wonld 
nass off through the drainage canal within 
two or three days, so that the city outlets 
could be freely opened and the overflow in 
the lower part of Sacramento would soon lie 
carried off by the natural discharge from the 
sewers and canals, without further use of the 
Íjumps. The immen-e amount of water, 
lowever, which flows in at the Firn break 
taxes the canal and outlet at Freeport to the 
utmost, which renders the fall of the water 
below the city very slow, and at present al­ 
most imperceptible. 
An examination was made of the condition 
of the city drainage canal and opnning 
through the old railroad embankment at 
Freeport. 
The former flood-gate at this 
point being washed away, the water H iws 
entirely unobstructed through the canal, and 
at the enormous depth of about thirty feet. 
The old railroad or levee embankment is cut 
away at each side, bo that the outlet is from 
125 to 150 feet iu width, through which the 
water passes with exceedingly rapid current. 
The quest! m as to whether the embankment 
could be further cut away and 
PERMIT A MORE RAPID DISCHARGE 
Was considered. It was found that on the 
side toward Freeport the water was four feet 
or more higher on the’ north than the south 
side, but on tne south side the water was 
only in a cut along the embankment, and be­ 
low that is a small levee district, or section, 
which is entirely leveed in and has stood se­ 
cure against the flood. To cut the embank­ 
ment and let the water oveiflow this section 
would of course he entirely inadmissible, 
although it might afford some temporary re- 
;i i above. 
This leveed section extends 
nearly to the drainage canal, so that the cut 
could not be extended on that side to any re­ 
quired extent. 
On the other side of the 
canal the water below the embankment is 
slightly lower than above, 
but En­ 
gineer 
Wilkinson 
was of 
the 
opin­ 
ion that there was so small a difference 
that it was doubtful whether any noticeable 
benefit would be derived from attempting to 
extend the opening. The main difficulty is 
that the water is now down to nearly the bot­ 
tom of the embankment, and the embank­ 
ment is located upon high lands, which ex­ 
tend for a long distance north and south, so 
that no opening could practicably be made to 
a greater depth than the base of tmhankment. 
The break at Whitcomb’s ranch, below 
Freeport, is about the same in extent as the 
Firn break, and the water is pouring through 
it at a furious rate into the low-lands to the 
east, and discharging through Snodgrass 
slough. 
W hile these two principal breaks are the 
only ones through which the water is flowing 
upon the hack-lands at present, it would re­ 
quire a rise iu the river of but twelve to 
eighteen inches to send it thruugh the most of 
the large number of smaller openings with 
which the levees ate at present honeycombed. 
The orchards between this city and W al­ 
nut Grove are principally on the strip of 
high land along or near the levees, aD<l 
the fall of the river and consequent receding 
of the water from the overflowed lands has 
been sufficient already, so that nearly all the 
ORCHARDS ABE NOW FREE FROM WaTER. 
Here and there are to be seen a few trees still 
standing upon submerged land, but these rep­ 
resent but a small per cent, of the orchards 
along the river. A t Senator Johnston’s place 
the old orchard is now entirely above water, 
but back of his house are several acres in 
small trees, where the ground is partially in­ 
undated. 
The party went down as far as Tyler 
Island, which was found in a similar condi­ 
tion, the island remaining eovered with water, 
except the front-lands, but the water was 
uow falling at the rate of five or six inches in 
twenty-four hours, and Mr. Miller said he 
expected to have the land all clear from over­ 
flow in a few days. The levees on this island 
did not break, but were overto; pad by the 
hight of the water. The orchards on the 
island are about cleat from water. Also the 
fruit btlt upon Grand Island, extending 
along the front levees, has emerged from the 
Hood, and ttie orchards are principally drying 
off finely. Upon the Kercheval ranch, at 
the head of the island, the orchards are iu 
good condition, and it is thought the fruit 
crop will probably not be injured to any 
great extent, but there are 900 apricot trees 
of only two years' growth which, it is ex­ 
pected, will all be killed. 
The general impression among the fruit­ 
growers along the river is. that the wat»r, 
being so eool during the time the orchards 
were inundated, anil having drained off so 
quickly, should there be no further uu- 
usual high water during the remainder of the 
season, so as to fl Hid the fruit lands again, 
there may j et be expected a fair or good crop 
of fruit the coming ssas -n. 
The lands upon both sides of the river, for 
farming or crop purposes, setmed to be very 
much the same. The party found mnch 
more land out of water than was expected. 
The garden or best lands lying along the 
levees, and Svine higher areas, are so far re­ 
covered from the effects of the overflow that 
crof », to a small txtent. should the weather 
contiuue favorable, w-ill soon be put in, and 
should the water continue to recede, a fair 
amount of acreage, it is claimed, will yet be 
planted, and the experience of past years has 
been that lands which became diy enough to 
cultivate yield unusually large crops after the 
flooding or wet season. 


Hew it was S e ttle d .—Edward Roberts 
and M. Dwyer got into a misunderstanding 
about 12 o'clock last night in John Barry's 
saloon, on K street, between Front and Sec­ 
ond.

It was 
well presented, and the evidences of careful 
and discreet management were everywhere ap­ 
parent. 
One Bet only of the new scenery for 
the opera season was introduced, and it was 
a decided relief from the monotony of the old 
flats. The app ointments, costumes and ac 
cessories were all very handsome, and though 
the “ Royal Middy” in one scene—the most 
important—was shorn of s jme of its effect by 
reason of a portion of the wardrobe being de­ 
layed en route, it was a brilliant and satisfy­ 
ing spectacle. It is an o[icratic extravaganza 
founded on the odd adventures of a Parisian 
soubrette. at the Court of Portugal.

P ro f. M oses’ L e c tu re .—Professor Ber­ 
nard Moses, of the State University faculty, 
lectured before the Sacramento K¿locational 
Institute last evening, at the Sixth-sireet M. 
E. Church, to an excellent audience. Ilis 
subject was “ The Amelioration of the La­ 
borers’ Condition.” Upon the proper solu­ 
tion of the question involved he held that the 
future depends. If there is to lie progress 
men must decide upon the means, for we have 
reached the age of conscientious striving. 
He sketched the history of the struggle to 
ameliorate the condition of laborers, and 
made an elaborate review of the history and 
growth of the doctiine of communism. Po­ 
litical equality rests its most commendable 
significance ou the fact that it is a means to 
the attainment of complete personal individ­ 
uality and the realization of perfect human 
liberty, and frequently it is followed by the 
demand for social 
equality, 
the at­ 
tainment of which is one of the chief 
aims of communism, and it can be 
reached only through the sacrifice of the 
freedom of the individual. If private capi­ 
tal is to ceaBe. the State must dictate to the 
individual, and in such subjection the indi­ 
vidual is lost, and hence the “ victory of com­ 
munism must therefore be the victory of 
despotism," and the outcome is universal 
poverty. He reviewed the doctrines and ef­ 
fects of trades' unions, which do not abolish 
the poorer classes. He believed that im­ 
provement must come from restriction of 
immigration and cheap labor, and said that 
t he last treaty with China is the first step in 
the direction of the amelioration of the la­ 
boring classes.

Ths Phylloxera 
Follow E xhaustion—Or­ 
ganization of W heat-grow ers— 
Late-sown W heat. 


I q looking for the cause of the attack of 
phylloxera on the vineyards, ',ve think that 
exhaustion will generally be found one of the 
chief causes of the disease. Young and vig­ 
orous viues are seldom troubled with the 
presence and ravages of the insect, while old 
vines that have been cropped heavily and 
have not been nursed and manured with the 
ingredients that the grape demand for their 
production 
and 
maturity, are the ones 
among the roots of which to look for the 
phylloxera. Such is the lesson that nature 
teaches net only with reference to vines, but 
with reference to all the vegetable and even 
the animal kingdom. If we would follow 
the teachings of Nature a little more closely 
in our searches after truth, in reference to ail 
material matters at least, we should the inore 
generally find what we seek. 
It is au in­ 
structive fact that the grape vines of France 
are generally planted much nearer each other 
than we arc in the habit of planting them. 
Six feet and even less is the common distance 
apart of the vines in the French vineyards. 
Added to this, the soil generally devoted to 
vines in France is not of the best quality, and 
as a rule the vineyards are old. 
The vines 
lave been 
drawing the same ingredients 
from the soil for a generation or more, and at 
last have taken all these ingredients the soil 
has in it. The consequence is that the vines 
have become weak and eickly, and just in 
condition to be attacked by disease of any 
and every kind to which 
they are liable. 
One 
of 
these di-eases is 
the 
phyl­ 
loxera. 
or the grape louse, and true to 
its 
nature, 
it 
appears wherever 
an 
exhausted 
vine 
invites it, 
just 
as 
lice appeir on animals whenever, from want 
of proper care and plenty of appropriate 
food, they become poor anil weak and sickly. 
Now, when animals become lousy, most peo­ 
ple begin to apply outward app.¡cations to 
kill the vermin, and it often happens that 
this same application pro ves a serious injury 
to the aoitnal, rendering it less able to resist 
the attack of its enemies. 
So in seeking a 
remedy for the grape louse in the viue- 
yards, 
the 
first 
thought 
generally 
is 
to apply some remedy 
that 
will 
kill 
the 
vermin, 
and 
not 
injure 
the 
vine. 
But years have been spent in ex­ 
periments to find such a remedy, and the 
question is still unsettled. 
Various com- 
j ounds have b-ea found that are sure death 
to the insects, but if applied to the roots of 
the vines thty are found to be ju3t as sure 
death to the vines. Now all stock-men know 
that stock that are well fed and well cleaned 
and groomed are seldom if ever troubled with 
lice, and the most successful hreeders of stock 
have long since adopted this plan as a pre­ 
ventive of the disease rather than to be 
driven to the application of remedies that, 
while they may cure the disease, leaves tl e 
animal weakened and still more liable to a 
second attack, with less power to resist. 
If 
the French had spent the same amount of 
money and the same skill in the finding out 
of fertilizers that wou d restore to the soil the 
exact ingredients the vines extract from 
it that they have in looking for insectoids that 
kill the phylloxera and not injure the vine, 
we have but little doubt that the problem 
how to get rid of the insects w, .uld have been 
much nearer a satisfactory solution. It would 
seem that the naturally rich soils of our State 
ought to have resisted the introduction and 
spread of 
the vine pest longer than they 
have, but since they have not and 
the phyl­ 
loxera are in our vineyards, we shoul 1 en- 
deavo • to apply common sense in our efforts 
to get rid of them. 
If our vineyards are 
planted too near together, let us cut out the 
alternate rows and thus give those left 
a greater 
surface from which 
to draw 
their food; 
and if 
our vineyards are 
old 
and 
have 
been allowed 
to, 
in 
a measure, exhaust themselves in the produc­ 
tion of heavy crops, let us feed them aud re­ 
plenish them with the food and fatness that 
will restore them to their natural vigor and 
strength to resist diseases of all kinds. 


Wlieat-Growers’ Organization. 
The wheat-growers who held a c invention 
in San Fraucisco, some time since, agreed 
up in and issued a call for a convention on 
the I4th of April next of wheat growers 
throughout the State, at San Francisco, for 
the purpose of effecting a permanent organi­ 
zation. They appointed a committee to make 
all necessary arrangements for the April 
meeting, 
and 
to 
solicit 
suggestions 
in 
regard 
to the business and otjectB 
to bo 
considered 
at 
the 
same. 
The 
Chairman of the Committee of Arrange­ 
ments is E. Jacob, of Visalia, Tulare county, 
who can be addressed as above. 
We under­ 
stand that one of the main objects of the 
meeting in April is to perfect a permanent 
organization of wheat-growers, both for the 
purposes of improving the modes of culture, 
the character of wheat cultivated and to see 
that they are not hereafter, as they have been 
this year, compelled to pay exorbitant freights 
to market. 
Should conservative counsels 
prevail at the April meetiug'and sound busi­ 
ness principles be adhered to, doubtless great 
benefits can be secured to the wheat farmers 
in all these respects. One of the first things 
to be accomplished by such an organization 
should be to ascertain correctly the amount 
of laud sown to wheat each season, and as 
enriy in the season as possible. This being 
fixed, the ground-work for estimating the 
crop for the year is laid. This being dore, 
steps should be taken for securing careful and 
candid statements, say each month, and per­ 
haps twice a mouth during the critical 
period, say April, May 
and June, of 
the condition of the crop in every principal 
wheat section of the State. 
Upon these 
statements careful estimates of the crop 
should be prepare! 
and 
circulated, not 
only at home for the information and 
satisfaction of growers, 
but abroad for 
the information of dealers ami freighters. 
Statements thus carefully and honestly made 
np will be of great value to all parties inter­ 
ested. and will so regulate the prices of wheat 
and th« ocean freights on the . same as to 
eliminate to a great extent the speculative 
features from the business, and render wheat- 
growing more certainly profitable and satis­ 
factory. Now we desire to impress upon the 
wheat 
farmers 
the 
importance of at­ 
tending the meeting on the 14th of April. 
They should not let the opportunity pa?s of 
being personally at the meeting. Do not re­ 
main at home, acting upon the principle that 
“ what is everybody’s business is nobody’s,” 
or that others will attend, and it will make 
no difference if you are not there, but let 
each one go and be prepared when there not 
only to scan and discuss, in a spirit of fair­ 
ness and candor, each and every proposition 
made, but to make suggestions for others 
to discuss : and go determined to make the 
occasion one of real benefit to those for whose 
interest the meeting is called. We are satis­ 
fied that an organization like the one sug­ 
gested cau be made to answer the purposes of 
its originators and to bring great benefits to 
those who will take hold of and menage in­ 
telligently and honestly for those purposes. 


Late-Sown Wheat. 
Should the weather continue favorable dur­ 
ing the month of March the area in wheat 
will be greatly increased throughout the 
State. 
Up to the present time we doubt if 
half as much land is in wheat as was sown 
and harvested last year. I t is not too late to 
secure a good crop if proper care is exercised 
in preparing the soil and in sowing the seed. 
Soil to be sown in wheat this late iu the 
season should be put in the very best of tilth, 
not only on the 
surface, but down to 
a depth of from six 
to eight inches. 
W heat sown now will not stool as the same 
would if Bown earlier in the season, and 
hence more seed should be sown—say twenty 
per cent, more—than would have been neces­ 
sary in December. Greater pains should be 
taken also in covering the grain and in finish­ 
ing up the work than is generally taken with 
earlier-sown land. It is not probable we will 
have a large amount of rain after this date, 
and it is not likely the storms will be 
very heavy to beat and compact the soil. This 
then should be done with the harrow and 
roller, or board. 
Let the harrow be used 
thoroughly and both ways, and when the soil 
is rompletely worked down, put on the roller 
ar.d pack it, and the increased crop will well 
repay for the extra work. 
One advantage 
late-sown crop9 are likely to have this year 
over early-sown will 
be found in 
their 
clearness from chess and weeds, which are 
sure to be plentiful in all the eariy-sown 
wheat. This will undoubtedly be a good 
year lor chess, as this is a kind of grass that 


delights in extremely wet seasons, but it is 
not likely to flourish so much in soil that is 
worked and planted alter the extremely wet 
spell is passed, and hence will not be found iu 
the late-sown grain. 


Time and Mode of H arvesting W heat. 
After the wheat will all be in the ground 
this season, there will be but little time to 
prepare for the harvest, since sowing will be 
finished late in the season, and in all proba­ 
bility harvest will begin early. 
During this 
period the farmers should study the ques­ 
tions of the time and mode of harvesting, 
lo r notwithstanding it has quite generally 
been considered by j farmers in Califor­ 
nia that they had fully mastered these 
question^ in a practical w ay, still there is yet 
much to be learned as to the best time for 
cutting wheat and as to the best mode of cut­ 
ting and securing it. Heretofore the header 
has been the popular machine, because with 
it the work could be rushed forward with so 
much dispatch. The use of the header

harvesting, 
because 
wheat 
corld 
not be cut and handled in the mode re­ 
quired by the use of the header until it was 
dead ripe. Therefore everybody who had 
adopted the header as the machine to cut 
wh at with had to allow their wheat to stand 
untouched until the whole field was suffi­ 
ciently ripe to go immediately into the sack 
without 
the 
risk 
of 
heating. 
Then 
everybody wanted 
to 
use 
the header 
at 
the 
same 
time, 
and 
all 
the 
available help of horses, men and machinery 
must be pressed into service at the same time 
in order to get through cutting before a 
norther should come and thrash out the over­ 
ripe wheat before it has headed. 
Such his 
been the hurry and hustle of harvesting 
in 
California 
heretofore. 
The 
sober, 
second 
thought 
of 
farmers 
has 
led 
them, 
however, to 
question 
not only 
the practice of allowing wheat to get so 
dead ripe before cutting, but also the economy 
of this hurrah boys mode of putting the 
work through. 
This sober second thought 
has led to an investigation of the values of 
wheat cut at an earlier stage and that 
cut when 
ripe 
enough 
for the head­ 
er, 
and 
this 
investigation 
has 
led 
to establishing the fact beyond dispute that 
wheat cut just as it is hardening from the 
dough is worth from five to ten percent, more, 
or will make from five to ten per cent, more 
pounds, than if allowed to become thoroughly 
hardened and dry, or dead ripe. This fact goes 
a ling way towards condemning the header 
as a harvesting machine, and has stim­ 
ulated iuventorB in the discovery or in­ 
vention of means by which the grain can tie 
harvested earlier. 
The drift of opinion is 
now towards the use of self-binding harvest­ 
ers, ami this question is one worthy of careful 
examination before the coming harvest.

Tiik Pokkr os Movkmrxt is Plants. 
By Charles 
Darwin, LL.D., F. K. S. 
Assisted by Francis 
Darwin. 
Illustrated. New Vurk : D. Appleton 
A Co. 1 vol., Svo. 32. 
The title of this work indicates its charac­ 
ter. 
Its object is to describe and connect 
together several large classes of movement 
common to most plants. 
To speak of the 
methods of treatment adopted is wholly un­ 
called for iu notice of a treatise by Darwin. 
It may be stated, however, that after hold­ 
ing that the most widely prevalent movement 
is essentially of the same nature as that of 
the 
stem 
of a climbing plant, 
which 
bends 
successively 
to 
ali 
points 
of 
the 
compass, 
so 
that 
the 
tip 
re­ 
volves, he adopts the doctrine that the 
movement is only due to increased growth, 
first on one side and then on another in a 
secondary sens?, and that the primary cause 
is the increased turgei-cer.ee of the cells, to- 
getber with the extensibility of their walls. 
He shows then that every growing part of 
every plant is continually cireumnutating, 
even the stems of seedlings before they have 
broken through the ground. The author 
adds what may be taken as the meat of the 
whole treatise: “ In this universally present 
movement we have the basis or groundwork 
for the acquirement, according to the require­ 
ments of the plant, of the most diversified 
movements. Thus, the great sweeps made 
by the stems of twining plants, aud by the 
tendrils of other climbers, result from a 
mere increase in the amplitude of the ordi­ 
nary movement of circumnutation, 
The po 
sition which young leaves aud other organs 
ultimately assume is acquired by the cir- 
cumuutating 
movement 
being 
increased 
in some one direction. 
The leaves of 
various plants are said to sleep at night, and 
it will be seen that their blades then assume 
a vertical position through modified circum­ 
nutation, in order to protect their upper sur­ 
faces from being chilled through radiation. 
The movements of various organs to the light, 
which are so general throughout the vegeta­ 
ble kingdom, and occasionally from the light, 
or transversely with respect to it, are all 
modified forms of circumnutation ; as again 
are the equally prevalent movements of stems, 
etc., towards the zenith, and of roots towards 
the center of the earth. 
In accordance with 
these conclusions, a considerable difficulty in 
the way of evolution is in part removed, for 
it might have been asked, How did all their 
diversified movements for the most different 
purposes first arise ? As the ease stands, we 
know that there is always movement in prog­ 
ress, and its amplitude, or direction, or both, 
have only to be modified for the good of the 
plant in relation with internal or external 
stimuli.” 
Tiik Caliph Haroi s Alrascuid and Saracen Civ­ 
ilization. By E. II. Palmer. New York : G. P. 
Putnam's Nous. San Francisco: Billings, Har- 
bourne & Co. One vol., Svo. 
This is one of the “ New Plutarch ” series. 
The name of the Caliph Haroun Alrasohid is 
inseparably associated with the most charm­ 
ing collection of stories ever invented for the 
solace and delight of mankind. Whether 
there ever was any “ Aaron the J u s t” in the 
flesh—whether he is not as legendary as King 
Arthur—it seldom occurs to the ordinary 
reader to inquire. The stories belong to all 
time and to no time. 
The great Caliph has 
nothing to do with reality ; his Bagdad is a 
city wbieh may be on the Euphrates or on 
any other river, provided it be a stately city 
by a stately river ; he, his empire, his crown, 
his city, his palace, his people, his officers, 
his harem, belong all alike to tableland, where 
everybody has been hitherto content to leave 
them. 
When Professor Palmer, therefore, 
takes up Alraschid as a worthy representa­ 
tive of Islam, he awakens that curiosity 
which ever revives at the mention of this 
name. 
He gives us an account of the rise of 
the Caliphate and then in five chapters, in 
plain narrative, quite devoid of literary grace 
however, he tells of Haroun’s acces-iou, 
“ The Golden Prince,” “ The fall of the Bar­ 
mecides,” etc., to the Caliph of the legend, 
closing with a genealogical table of the houses 
of On.mai Yeh, Abbas aud Ali.

is valuable but not so romantic as a less pro­ 
found historical student would make it.

Charles Dudley W arner, at the Hamilton 
College alumni banquet in New York, in 
speaking of American literature and its 
individuality, said : 
“ In the novel of a 
distinguished Englishman, which was re­ 
cently published (it is not by a first class 
English literary man, for Disraeli is not a 
first class English writer), there is found a 
dialect that I cannot understand. 
In Tom 
Brown at Rugby there is also a dialect, 
there are expressions that no American can 
appreciate. 
Hence it need not be thought 
surprising th at an Englishman caunot un­ 
derstand our peculiar expressions. 
We 
must goon and produce w hat we can. 
We 
must have a national literature. 
It will 
be only gained as thus developed. 
We 
expect a peculiarity in the French and 
German literatures. 
W hy not in ours ? 
Their literature íb impregnated with mon­ 
archical ideas. 
Ours should teach repub­ 
licanism. 
Our House of Representatives, 
which is not so friendly to the literature of 
the land as it is to the steel trade, might 
take a hint from this thought. 
Those 
wise men at Washington, from whom we 
take our manners, and who mold our laws, 
should remember that for fifty years this 
country has been swayed and affected by 
the literature afforded it. 
T hat literature 
has been essentially English. 
Through its 
teachings has grown up some infidelity to 
the Declaration of Independence. 
Is it 
not worth the while of our Representa­ 
tives, even at some pecuniary cost, to fos­ 
ter a literature which shall encourage free 
institutions ?”

The good old-fashioned idea of the trou­ 
badour—as the minstrel of love going from 
land to land singing his song and twanging 
his guitar with no object in view but the 
praise pf beauty, and no rule to entrammel 
his passionate effusion—has by this time 
been-pretty generally abandoned. 
It is or 
should be known to all students of litera­ 
ture, that Provencal poets, so far from be­ 
ing wholly wrapt up in their love-thought, 
took, on the contrary, a keen and active 
interest in the affairs of their day ; that, 
indeed, their literary as well as their social 
importance depends quite as much on their 
slashing and satire as on their always sweet 
and frequently monotonous and conven­ 
tional love-song8. 
But still more mis­ 
taken is the notion that the troubadour as 
the singer of pure passion was unfettered 
by any rules and canons of art. 
It may 
indeed be said th at he was th , representa­ 
tive of art, or, if the reader prefers it, 
artificiality in 
its strictest and 
most 
Highly 
developed 
sense. 
The meters 
invented 
and 
used 
with 
consummate 
skill 
by tbe 
poets of 
mediieval I’ro- 
vence remain a wonder 
of symmetry 
and technical perfection in the history of 
literature, unequa’ed by the poets of other 
nations who successively tried to im itate 
them. 
For it may truly he said in matters 
metrical the 
troubadours 
became 
the 
schoolma8tir3 of Europe. In that capacity 
they were acknowledged and revered by 
the great poets of Italy, by Dante and Pe­ 
trarch, while 
the singers of 
northern 
France—the trouveres—although subm it­ 
ting more or less consciously to the same 
influence, observed a discreet sileuce on 
the point. Through the medium of French, 
and, in a limited degree, Italian litera 
ture, the metrical lore of Provence was 
transm itted to those singers of our own 
time and country whom iu the heading of 
this essay I have ventured to designate as 
modern troubadours. 
Among the latest 
school of English poetry the adoption of 
complicated ioreign meters has become a 
passion and a creed. 
Rondeaus and ron­ 
dels, vilauelles and triolets, have bteu 
naturalized, and in a certain sense accli­ 
matized by our younger hards, and conser­ 
vative critics have lamented over the de­ 
generacy of modera days, ruefully pointing 
to the good 
old times 
when 
Engii-h 
poets 
would 
have 
scorned 
to borrow 
their meters from the foreigner. 
There, 
however, the critics were wrong—histor­ 
ically wrong, at least. 
There had been a 
previous invasion of the same foreign ele­ 
ment infinitely more im portant than the 
one which we are witnessing at present, 
and in an age, too, which patriotie lovers of 
literature regard as the home of English 
poetry—I mean, of course, the reign of 
Elizabeth. 
That time gave us not only the 
romantic epic and the drama, but it also 
introduced us to the sonnet and many other 
Italian verse-forms, and through the same 
sources, too, Spenser and Shakespeare, the 
two representative names of the time, also 
stand at the head of the revival of form in­ 
augurated by the foreign movement above 
mentioned. It is true that neither of them 
adopted the strange 
importation 
with 
slavish accuracy. 
They recast the beauty 
of Italian rhyme in accordance with the 
genius of the language and their own. 
Iu 
this manner we see the Spenserian stanza 
growoutof theottavarim a of Aristo, and the 
Shakespearean sonnet out of that of Dante 
and of Petrarch. 
For that origin it does 
not belie, although it must be owned that 
Shakespeare in his remodeling process has 
used the utmost liberty, one might say li­ 
cense.

Meantime the market continued to 
fall, aud the n.icutes to the closing of the 
day were anxiously count d.

privileges being already established by previous 
i reatii s to th e m u tu al satisfaction of both countries, 
b u t are actually h u rtf u l; th a t th e resu lt of th a t em 
liassv scu t from o u r shores to relieve us from a p re ­ 
vious erro r id diplom acy should be a new agreem ent 
to o u r own d isid v a n tag e in all its clauses, seeins to 
us as u nprecedented as it Í9 un fo rtu n ate. 
The memorial is signed by John F. Forbes 
X Co. and nineteen other mercantile firms. 
Its positive and sweeping assertions, unsup­ 
ported by argument or specifications, are not 
likely to excite any influence on the Senate 
at large, but the memorial will doubtless 
serve to stimulate the opposition already 
threatened by certain Senators from New 
England. It must be said, however, that the 
near approach of the constitutional close of 
the session and the great pressure of accumu­ 
lated business has now the effect of making 
even a small opposition formidable, by reason 
of the abundant opportunities for interposing 
delays, and it therefore begins to look as if 
the final consideration of the Chinese treaties 
may after all be postponed for a special ses­ 
sion of the next Senate.

A CASE 0? PfihMOMl'ION. 


Here is a true story which contains some 
interesting features : Last Friday morning 
the 9:20 train was on its way from Salem 
to Boston at full speed. 
A man occupied 
a left-hand seat near the center of the oar, 
next to the window. 
He was, of course, 
on that side of the car that would be near­ 
est to any train that might pass on the 
other track. 
As he sat there, this specu­ 
lation, without any particular cause, en­ 
tered his head : Suppose a freight train 
should pass and a piece of lumber should 
break away from its moorings, and so far 
project out as to come tearing along the 
side of the passenger train. 
How many 
passengers between the center and rear end 
of the car would have presence of mind 
sufficient to jump out of the way on re­ 
ceiving the warning of the first collision at 
the front end of the car ? 
It was not a 
thought inspired by fear or nervousness, 
but simply one of those speculations that 
will enter a man’s mind in a moment of 
idleness, when he was gliding along in com­ 
fort on a railroad car. The thought passed 
away, aud the man took up his newspa­ 
per and began to read with a mind at ease. 
No more than five minutes elapsed, and 
possibly not three, when a thum p and 
crash were heard which challenged the at­ 
tention of every person in the car, and 
justified the stopping of the train for a mo­ 
ment to see what had happened. 
It was 
found that something from a passing freight 
train had struck the passenger car at ex­ 
actly the point where the man was sitting 
who had been indulgiug in his speculation 
about that kind of an accident I 
Tiie win­ 
dow where he was sitting was smashed in, 
a hole was stove in the side of the car so 
that outside daylight could come in, the 
iron-work which supports the seat at the 
side of the car was wrenched from its place 
and broken, aud a piece of wood perhaps 
two feet in length, five inches in breadth 
and half an inch thick or more, from the 
passing train, was hurled into the ear 
either through the window or otherwise, 
and fell at the man’s feet. 
In fact, there 
was a 
wreck 
right 
at 
the 
point 
where 
the 
inan 
was 
sitting, 
and 
his coat was covered with splinters and 
broken glass. 
But, notwithstanding all 
this, he did not experience even a scratch, 
and so quickly was the whole thing done 
that he is not even conscious of experienc­ 
ing any more of a shock than auy other 
passenger in the train, or, in fact, of any 
shock whatever beyond the noise of the 
crash. 
I t was really a marvelous esc.ape, 
aud very strange in view of the passing 
thought that had entered the person’s 
mind a few minutes previously. 
The man 
alluded to was the writer of this paragraph, 
who was at first inclined to laugh and 
joke about the affair with the other passen­ 
gers, hut who, on more deliberate thought, 
was inclined to think the circumstances 
were sufficiently remarkable to justify this 
little narrative, not by way of fostering 
superstitious tendencies, wdiich need no 
special cultivation in the human mind, 
but to furnish one more of those striking 
coincidences of thought and event that are 
often so curious, and to show how wonder­ 
ful may he an escape from death.—[Salem 
(Mass.) Gazette. 


C A R L Y L E ’S 
D Y S P E P S IA . 


Speaking of Thomas Carlyle, the New 
York Telegram says: “ He had told his 
friends th at he had a terrible struggle to 
decide between the ministry and litera­ 
ture, and that the struggle rent his being. 
A t last he shut himself up, according to 
his own account, and for three days and 
nights prayed and fasted, never touching a 
morsel of food, and came out of his seclu­ 
sion resolved upon authorship. ‘ I suffered 
everything in that tim e,’ he said. ‘ I don't 
know, and never can know, what thoughts 
and temptations and agonies I had in those 
days. 
But I know that I came out of the 
struggle with the d—d dyspepsia, and I’ve 
never been rid of it since.’ 
The confession 
is im portant and explanatory. 
He spoke 
most significant truths. 
Dyspepsia has 
tormented 
him 
through 
life. 
It 
has 
colored and 
toned 
his 
writings. 
His 
opinions, his despondency, his acridity, 
his violence and ravings are directly trace­ 
able to indigestion of the worst and most 
confirmed sort. 
If he had had a sound 
stomach he would have been a different 
man, at ieast a different author. 
lie would 
have seen things in another and a better 
light; he would have been in accord with 
humanity instead of attacking it contin­ 
ually, as if it were a mass of stupidity and 
brutishness. 
Most of Carlyle’s works, par­ 
ticularly his latest ones, may well be desig­ 
nated by the literature of dyspepsia, for 
dyspepsia has dictated their leading ideas 
and their saturnine philosophy. 
None but 
a dyspeptic could have so glorified Fred­ 
erick of Prussia, or have elevated selfish 
tyrrany into a secular virtue. 
To under­ 
stand Carlyle one must read him, so to 
Bpeak, through the atmosphere of creative 
dyspepsia.” 


P a r l i a m e n t a r y P r i v i l e g e s a n d P r e ­ 


c e d e n t s . —It was Baid by Speaker Ons­ 
low, long ago, that he could not imagine 
what would happen to a member if the 
Speaker should “ name” him. 
There has 
been a sort of vague dread that the unfor­ 
tunate man would shrivel up and blow 
away. 
Now it seems to “ name” a man 
means to stop his talking. 
The process of 
obstruction is very annoying to the major­ 
ity. 
But the exercise of the right of stop­ 
ping debate is a despotic and dangerous 
one. 
If it had been commonly exercised 
in the past, it would have been a hard blow 
at reform and the advance of liberty in 
England. 
Where the majority is so over­ 
whelming. and the minority so petty, as in 
the recent case, it seems that the com­ 
munity could not suffer ; but after all, 
principle is more precious than the mere 
temporary issue, and a bad precedent, even 
in a great crisis, may sow the seed of mis­ 
chief. 
The majority of the House of Com­ 
mons thought they had good reason to be 
wroth with a few agitators and obstruc­ 
tionists ; but so the majority of our House 
of Representatives thought of John Quincy 
Adams and the right of petition, and some 
of them lived to see the triumph of the 
petitioners.—[Albany Law Journal.
